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few as are the remaining days of the present session 
of Congress, we indulge the hope, though hardly the ex- 
pectation, that time may yet be found to enact the pend- 
ing vill to increase the efficiency of the Medical Depart- 
nent of the Army. This measure, bearing the approval 
of the Surgeon General, the General Staff, the Secretary 
of War and representative bodies of civilian physicians, 
was introduced in both houses of Congress early in the 
last session of Congress, It was prepared not only to 
provide larger and richly-deserved consideration for offi- 
cers of the Medical Corps as individuals, but to supply 
a grievous need in one of the most important departments 
of our whole Army organization. The President has pub- 
licly stated, and the fact is acknowledged by everybody 
who has investigated the matter, that the present numer- 
ical strength of the Medical Corps is inadequate to the 
needs of the Army in time of peace. This shortage of 
officers has been sharply emphasized by conditions re- 
quiring the detail of a considerable number of medical 
oflicers for duty in Cuba, and the situation is such that 
an emergency requiring the mobilization of the Army or 
a considerable increase of the garrison in the Philippines 


would immediately disclose an alarming weakness in the 
medical service. We have followed the progress of this 
bill in Congress with deep interest and what has been said 


concerning it has been faithfully reported in these col- 
unns. It was adopted by the Senate on March 27, 1906, 
and was favorably reported to the House, but made no 
further headway in that body. ‘There has been no 
real objection to the measure fram any source, the

It appears to have been 
superseded, so far as this session is concerned, by the Ar- 
tillery bill, the enactment of which affords an argument 
of its own for an increase in the Medical Corps. We 
trust, however, that even if the medical bill goes over to

A medical officer with the rank of captain ad- 
Vises us that many officers of the Medical Corps feel that 
unless the pending bill becomes a law they should quit 
the Service and return to the practice of their profession 
in civil life, where the rewards of faithful service are 
nore cheerfully granted.

While by no méans unexpected, the refusal of the Sen- 
ate to consider the Philippine ‘tariff bill at this session of 
Congress is a matter of keen regret to all who have at 
heart the material development of the-islands and the se- 
curity of the American position in the archipelago. The 
House on Jan. 16, 1906, adopted this bill by the signifi- 
cant vote of 258 to 71, and the measure was generally 
recognized as a fulfilment of what our able Secretary of 
War and former Governor of the Philippines regards as 
our hioral and political obligation to the islanders. The 
bill provides that all Philippine products shall enter the 
United States free of duty, with the exception of sugar, 
tobacco and rice, upon which there shall be levied a daty 
‘equal to 25 per cent. of the present rates. It is further 





stipulated that after April 1, 1909, there shall be free 
trade between the islands and the United States, thus 
placing the Philippines upon a basis like that already 
granted to Hawaii and Porto Rico. The date for the in- 
stitution of free trade was set at 1909 to enable the Unit- 
ed States to comply with that clause of the Treaty of 
Paris which stipulates that for a period of ten years fol- 
lowing the ratification of said treaty Spain shall enjoy 
the same privileges and concessions in the trade of the 
Philippines as shall be assumed by the United States. 
The enactment of the bill which has been side-tracked in 
the Senate, or of some measure of similar character, is 
to-day the most vital need of the Philippines. It is neces- 
sary not merely as a matter of simple justice to the Fili- 
pinos, but as a safeguard of peace and order in the isl- 
ands. Before the islands passed under American control 
they enjoyed free trade with Spain, but now the Spanish 
markets are closed to them and we have given them noth- 
ing in the way of tariff concessions to compensate that 
loss. If our control in the Philippines is to be permanent 
it must be based upon peace. Peace will depend upon the 
loyalty of the natives, their loyalty will depend upon the 
promotion of their agricultural welfare, and that welfare 
requires that they shall enjoy the same privileges in trade 
and commerce that have been granted to our other insular 
territories, The whole question of peace or strife in the 
Philippines rests with Congress alone and cannot be evad- 
ed by that body.

Lieut. Ridley McLean, U.S.N., dissents from the opin- 
ion, so frequently expressed by others, that discontent and 
desertion among the enlisted men of the Navy may be 
charged in considerable degree to the low pay they re- 
ceive, and he holds that, even if it were possible to in- 
crease the pay three or four fold, the only effect would be 
to keep in the Service men who are unhappy and unin- 
terested in their work. Such an increase would, in his 
opinion, merely establish a condition under which many 
men, realizing that they could not do as well in civilian 
vocations, would feel that they could not afford to leave 
the Navy, but the Service would hardly be benefited by 
any such arrangement. Lieutenant Mclean discusses 
this and related questions at great length in the Proceed- 
ings of the Naval Institute, in which he makes the follow- 
ing interesting recommendations as to means of procuring 
greater permanence in the enlisted force of the Navy: 
“Abolish deprivation of liberty as a punishment, except 
by sentence of a court-martial; permit men to go ashore 
under much the same regulations as govern for officers, 
namely, when their services can be spared; and substi- 
tute as a regular form of punishment a uniform scale of 
fines based on percentage of pay; and to further prevent 
dissatisfaction let the money thus forfeited by fine be 
turned in to the general mess and used in subsisting the 
crew, or expended for the benefit of the crew in such man- 
ner as the commanding officer may direct. When (as 
would probably sometimes occur) certain individual fines 
exceeded the man’s pay, then as a last resort he could be 
deprived of liberty or punished in other ways, but this 
would be too rare to be of consequence.”’

Sir Henry Mortimer Durand, late British Ambassador 
to the United States, wrote an interesting paper on An- 
glo-American relations just prior to his departure for 
Europe, and the same is published in the New York Tri- 
bune Magazine. Sir Mortimer, whose strong friendship 
for Americans and American institutions is a matter of 
common knowledge, declares that the same feeling ani- 
mates -the people of the British nation, from the King 
down through all classes. He contends, moreover, that 
even with regard to the war of the Revolution, the atti- 
tude of the English people has been somewhat misunder- 
stood on this side of the Atlantic. “It has been generally 
believed in America,” Sir Mortimer goes on to say, “and 
not without reason, that at that time England was the 
bitter enemy of America. What are the facts? Not long 
ago an English author, Trevelyan, wrote a history of the 
American Revolution, It is a book written by an English- 
man for Englishmen. What is the picture he draws of 
the state of affairs on the other side of the water? He 
shows that the war was regarded as a civil war, and was 
thoroughly unpopular. Even in America there were some 
who supported it, and there were many in England; but 
it had not the general support of the English people. 
Whatever might be thought of the arguments by which 
the Government upheld its rights to tax the Colonists— 
and on that matter there was room for differences of opin- 
ion—the English people did not wish to enforce the claim 
by war. In spite of their natural loyalty to the throne, 
in spite of the fact that the King evidently thought he 
was doing his duty, their sympathies were not with him.” 





Major Frederick A. Mahan, U.S.A., has written a 
paper on “United States Army Musical Experts” for the 
Dominant, a New York magazine for musicians, in which 
after expressing high admiration for the professional abil- 
ity of Chief Musician V. F. Safraneck, 6th U.S. Inf., he 
says it is surprising that a musician of Mr. Safraneck’s 
attainments should remain in the Service. Major Mahan 
quotes a letter transmitted through military channels to 
the General Staff by Mr. Safraneck in October, 1904, 
recommending that certain instruments then in use in 
Army bands be replaced with others. The tenor saxo- 


' phoxe, he advised, should be substituted for the baritone 


saxophone; the German name “fluegelhorn,” as applied 
to certain instruments, should be changed to the proper 
English designation. Bb soprano saxhorns, and either 
the Eb cornet or the Eb soprano saxhorn should be is- 


sued. Mr. Safraneck’s letter was referred to the Quar- 
termaster's Department and submitted to a board of “ex- 
perts” at the Quartermaster Depot in Philadelphia, who 
reported adversely upon the recommendations presented. 
Major Mahan comments at great length upon the report 
of the “experts,” his opinion in general being that the 
experts were not qualified for the work assigned to them. 
He says in conclusion: “ ’Tis pitiful, ’tis wondrous piti- 
ful, to note the ignorance of these employees of the Quar- 
termaster’s Depot in Philadelphia. * * * Were it not 
a cause of great sadness to think that the musical desti- 
nies are in the hands of men who can write such nonsense 
as that expert report contains, this document would be 
really the musical joke of the season; it is made up of 
nearly equal parts of ignorance, absurdity and incongru- 
ity. And such a statement is received undoubtedly as 
gospel truth by the General Staff of the Army.”

In an article on “Young Men to the Battleship” in the 
Independent, Park Benjamin says: “We have certain 
officers among the existing admirals and captains—one 
admiral in particular—who, by common consent of their 
fellows, know theoretically much more naval tactics than 
the others and, indeed, have a natural bent that way. 
The particularized admiral happens to be one of the 
youngest, and his available term of active service, short 
enough at best, is double that of the average, or nearly 
three years. Common sense would indicate utilizing him 
at sea at once. Official sense sends him to waste his time 
attending The Hague Peace Conference, which isn’t his 
business. We have a peculiarly fine lot of lieutenant com- 
manders—mostly men who have been in the Service a 
quarter of a century or thereabouts—and are in their for- 
ties. They found the problems of the new Navy waiting 
for them when they got out of their professional swad- 
dling clothes. They are the men we have got to depend 
upon, and the quicker we get them in train for their real 
future work the better. With young men in command 
and squadrons pitted against squadrons, the emulation 
will be intense and healthy. Those who lose in the mimic 
fights should be sent back to the subordinate duties of 
their grade; those who win retained or advanced. Let 
us have young captains on the battleships now, and 
skilled admirals will follow in the shortest possible time.” 





Mr. T. E. Noyes, of Washington, has written a letter 
to the New York Sun on the subject of national defense, 
in which he protests against the notion that national 
friendships are effective safeguards against war. He con- 
tends, for example, that instead of counting upon the 
friendship of Great Britain to check any attempt at ag- 
gression against the United States by Japan, our safety 
requires that we shall be in position to carry the war to 
the enemy’s shores. “One may be pardoned,” says Mr. 
Noyes, “for a shiver at the thought of what would have 
happened a few years ago had this country been called 
upon to engage in war with a first-class Power instead of 
impoverished Spain. Many of us can recall the bombas- 
tic words that were hurled at Great Britain during Cleve- 
land’s administration in the Venezuela dispute. Fortun- 
ately, saner minds were at work in England, and in place 
of humiliation we hugged ourselves for having pulled the 
lion’s tail. We crave peace, not war, but as all history 
peints to the improbability of exemption from war hor- 
rors it seems to be folly not to prepare for the worst. We 
are in the lists in that great commercial rivalry which 
may at any time become a life or death struggle that 
would mean the crushing of the rival or a minor position 
for the United States.”

We commend to the attention of the line officers of the 
Navy the remarks on “The Question of Titles,” by one of 
their number, Comdr. B. A. Fiske, U.S.N. These seem 
to be eminently sane and sound, and the acceptance of 
Commander Fiske’s opinions by al) of the class to which 
he belongs would solve one of the yexed problems of the 
Navy. ‘The difficulty concerning ‘the question of titles, 
which has so long disturbed the Navy, is unknown in the 
Army, where a medical man, for example, is unofficially 
addressed as “Doctor,” “Colonel,” “Major,” or “Captain,” 
according to the humor of the speaker, without creating 
any difficulty or prompting some officer in one of the back 
seats to rise up and protest against the proceedings as ir- 
regular and illegal. It would be a great misfortune if this 
question of titles should interfere in any way with the 
passage of the important measure for the improvement of 
the personnel of the Navy, now before Congress. It will 
be remembered that the success of the last personnel bill 
was due to the co-operation of both line and staff in 
securing its passage.

Brig. Gen. George M. Sternberg, U.S.A., former Sur- 
geon General of the Army, publishes an article on “Pre- 
ventive Medicine” in the George Washington University 
Bulletin in which, after pointing out the work that has 
been done to check the spread of epidemic diseases in the 
United States, he says: “That preventive medicine has 
still serious work before it is shown by the fact that ac- 
cording to the last census return there were 35,379 deaths 
from typhoid fever in the United States during the cen- 
sus year 1900. The increase in mortality over the num- 
ber in 1890 (27,056) is out of proportion to the increase 
in population, notwithstanding the general improvement 
in the sanitary condition of towns and cities. ‘This is no 
doubt due to the continued pollution of water supplies 
and to the extension of this infectious disease in rural 
districts. It is in fact now an endemic disease in nearly 
all parts of the United States.” ; 
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The late George Tucker Bispham, an eminent lawyer 
of Philadelphia, though a civilian, had, like Mr. Ropes, 
another lawyer of Boston, a profound interest in military 
affairs—an interest shown by Mr. Ropes in his account 
of the campaigns of the Army of the Potomac and other 
publications on military matters. Though Mr. Bispham 
was, like Mr. Ropes, incapacitated physically to take 
part in the Civil War, he was, as was Mr. Ropes, 
a student of military affaifs. and one whose opin- 
ions based upon his distinguished reputation in his 
own profession entitle whatever he says to respectful con- 
sideration. In an article dated Sept. 27, 1899, Mr. Bis- 
pham said: “When you employ professional men to do 
professional work, give them what they ask for in the 
way of tools and material as far as you can: and if you 
have confidence in their ability and honesty, act on their 
advice. When a lawyer hands his client a subpena with 
instructions to serve it on Monday upon the witness 
therein named, but the client fails to serve it at all or 
serves it on Tuesday or Wednesday, he cannot blame his 
counsel if the cause is lost because of the absence or late- 
ness of witness. When a man is threatened with a dis- 
ease whose attacks may be sudden and violent, and is told 
by his physician whom he consults that he should have a 
certain medicine always in the house ready for the emer- 
gency, but fails to send to the apothecary’s for the pre- 
scribed drug, it is a hard measure of justice to blame the 
physician if the patient, owing to a sudden attack of the 
malady, is subject to exquisite pain or has a narrow es- 
cape from death. And so, if the people or their repre- 
sentatives are warned by their professional military ad- 
* yvisers that such and such arms and ammunition ought to 
be in ‘stock’ but choose to neglect the warning, they must 
assume themselves the blame for the loss of life and suf- 
fering sustained by some of their number, and cannot 
transfer the burden to the shoulders of the men whose 
advice they have not heeded.”

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Speaking upon the subject of popular delusions, the 
Washington correspondent of the New York Evening Post 
says: “The most notable present instance of this inabil- 
ity of public men to make the people of the country be- 
lieve them is the Roosevelt third-term delusion. Some 
hundreds of thousands of worthy people, maybe millions, 
for all one can tell, including a number of otherwise sane 
and rational men in public life, are strongly convinced 
that Mr. Roosevelt can and should be nominated and 
elected for another term as President. Mr. Roosevelt 
could not to-day consider the idea of accepting a nomina- 
tion for a third term and again lay claim to any pre- 
tense of honor, truthfulness or self-respect. Every well- 
spring of simple decency and common honesty must dry 
up within him before he could allow a nomination to be 
forced upon him. It is no matter of doubt that the so- 
called Roosevelt Third Term League is a thorn in the 
flesh of the President. The organized ‘boom’ which the 
league is attempting to get under way leaves Mr. Roose- 
velt angry and helpless. No one has ever denied to the 
President the ability to phrase his thoughts bluntly and 
explicitly, so as to leave no doubt for his meaning. In 
the face of all that he has said the third-term leaguers 
press cheerfully forward with their organization. It is 
only a little while since some of the leaders in the Re- 
publican national councils have become convinced that 
the President has been all along in earnest in his protes- 
tations that he would not again be a candidate. Appar- 
ently, the country at large has never accepted his word.” 

Lieut. Edward Davis, 11th U.S. Cav., in an article on 
the Fort Riley Camp of Instruction, 1906, which appears 
in the Journal of the United States Cavalry Association, 
makes some interesting comment upon the 6,230 officers 
and enlisted men of the National Guard who were in 
camp at one time or another during the season. “The 
efficiency and zeal of the organized militia were com- 
mendable in most cases,” he remarks, “Missouri making 
the best impression with her greater numbers, more ex- 
perienced officers, and older, better disciplined enlisted 
men. Nebraska, Kansas, South Dakota, Iowa and Okla- 
homa can very well feel satisfied with the work done by 
their representatives at the camp. As for Arkansas, the 
tactful man would remark, “The less said the better.’ 
The composite regiment sent by this State contained a 
great number of mere boys whose comprehension of a sol- 
dier’s duties would have seemed grotesque had there not 
been a serious side to the matter. The writer believes 
that the money spent in hauling these men all the way 
from Arkansas could have been more profitably devoted 
to increasing the facilities for elementary instruction on 
the State drill ground, under the supervision and obser- 
vation of a Regular soldier. Arkansas has some men who 
are seriously intere&ted in military matters, and these 
men ought to realize that they have a big job on their 
hands. They should begin at home and devise some sys- 
tem of rewards that will attract into their organization 
a higher class of men.” 








Rear Admiral Newton E. Mason, U.S.N., Chief of the 
Bureau of Ordnance of the Navy Department, maintains 
that the Navy should continue to use two types of tor- 
pedoes—the 18-inch with high speed at the 2,000-yard 
range, and the 21-inch with lower speed and 3,500-yard 
range, “We have different uses for the different types,” 
he said, in the course of a recent statement before the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs. “The conditions un- 
der which the heavy ship will presumably use her torpe- 
does are essentially different from those under which tor- 
pedo craft are designed to work. Battleship action will 


presumably take place in the daytime, torpedoboat attacks 
at night. Generally speaking, the difference between bat- 
tleship tactics and torpedoboat tactics is that the battle- 
ship aims to keep and kill the enemy at a distance and the 
torpedoboat aims to get as close as possible in order to 
kill. The torpedo from a battleship is fired when reason- 
able accuracy in estimation of the enemy’s course and 
speed obtains, so that it is not so necessary to provide 
means for overcoming the effect of errors in this estima- 
tion as it is on a torpedoboat working in the dark where 
it is necessary to nullify with a high speed unavoidable 
errors in estimation. The range of visibility also on a 
good torpedoboat is limited at night to about 1,200 yards, 
so that would seem a good arbitrary distance to fix for 
the range of the torpedo and take advantage of the high 
speed possible.”

On the general principle, no doubt, that a man should 
always be “on very good terms with himself,” both branch- 
es of Congress have generously voted to increase the pay 
of their members to $7,500 per year and fixed the an- 
nual salaries of the Vice President, the Speaker of the 
Hiouse and members of the Cabinet at $12,000 each. 
These increases are moderate. Our statesmen as a rule 
are worthy of their hire, and the country is abundantly 
able to foot the bill. Public opinion will, we believe, 
approve the enactment of this measure, but we _ be- 
lieve also that its approval would be considerably 
more cordial if the bill to boost Congressional salaries 
were supplemented with one providing for a modest in- 
crease in the pay of the Army and Navy. Our soldiers 
and sailors, equally with our statesmen, are worthy of 
their hire, but their pay is the same as it was more than 
a quarter of a century ago, when their necessary expenses 
were far lower than they are now. Our military services 
are more exacting of their members than ever before, and 
we indulge the hope that Congress may yet realize that 
they are deserving of larger consideration in the matter 
of emolument. There never was a time when a moderate 
increase in Army and Navy pay would have been less ob- 
jectionable than it would be at present.

A naval correspondent says: ‘Noticing considerable 
discussion in your valuable journal of late, in acquiring 
men and inducing men to re-enlist in the Navy, I beg 
leave to state my version of the subject. Guarantee every 
man in the Navy that at least two years out of his term 
of enlistment shall be spent in a home port. Then he 
can feel safe in having a home of his own, which is dear 
to every true man. We have excellent mechanics, capable 
of doing all repair work on board ships providing they 
have the time and facilities for doing so. Discontinue 
the present practice and system of punishments, substi- 
tuting a system of fines the same that is in vogue in the 
Army. Let the Navy Department make a schedule of 
punishments and everything pertaining to and governing 
every ship in the Navy. Do away with the ‘brig’ except 
for extreme cases and discharge from the Service all in- 
curable cases. I feel satisfied in my own mind that if we 
had reforms carried out along these lines it would be only 
a question of a short time before a recruit would have to 
have what is commonly called a ‘drag’ to get into the 
Service, and it would throw thousands of dollars in the 
channels of trade at home that are now absolutely wasted 
in foreign ports.” 

Col. Philip F. Harvey, Med. Dept., U.S.A., in a valu- 
able article on the responsibilities of a medical officer, 
which appears in the Journal of the Military Service In- 
stitution, points out that while most of the duties of such 
an officer pertain strictly to his own department, for 
which he is justly accountable, in the supervision of the 
health of a command he is under the direction of the 
commander, who is vested with the power, in time of war, 
to ignore or enforce the recommendations of the surgeon, 
as he deems most expedient.. Nevertheless, if serious dis- 
ease breaks out among the troops as a result of the fail- 
ure of the officer in authority to carry out proper sanitary 
recommendations made by the medical officer, the latter 
is blamed for the outbreak (at least by the newspapers 
and the public), as if he in reality were responsible for it. 
“This,” says Colonel Harvey, “is manifestly unjust to 
him and makes his position, under such circumstances, an 
exceedingly trying and discouraging one. The responsi- 
bility in the latter case should be a divided one, that is, 
the law should require that any serious outbreak of a 
preventable disease should be investigated by a board of 
officers, and if found to be due to neglect or fault on the 
part of any officer, whether of line or staff, he should be 
punished.”

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A warrant officer of the Navy writes, saying: “It is th 
desire of everyone interested in the Navy to bring the 
personnel up to the highest state of proficiency. In 
order to do this it is necessary to create a feeling of con- 
tentment, which does not exist at the present time. The 
warrant machinists, who hold very responsible positions in 
the Service, naturally feel that they are being discrimi- 
nated against in not having extended to them the same 
rights and privileges enjoyed by other warrant officers. 
All warrant officers think that they should have an in- 
crease in pay. Their present rate of pay was established 
many years ago, since which the cost of living has doubled. 
Other branches of the Service have received a liberal 
increase. The pay of chief petty officers has been in- 
creased in several ratings about twenty-five per cent., 
which makes their pay almost equal that of a warrant 
officer ; so there is little inducement for them to seek the 








higher position. What is required is the following legis. 
lation (which undoubtedly would be approved by the de- 
partment): Give to warrant machinists, chief grade, 
same as now enjoyed by other warrant officers, and to «l| 
warrant officers the pay and allowances received by second 
lieutenants in the Army and Marine Corps. Allow jl] 
officers the privilege of retiring after thirty years’ ser. 
vice. If favorable action were taken on these suggesti: ns 
it would create a feeling of contentment that would prove 
beneficial to the Service in general.’ 


Various arguments have been made in favor of comjjul- 
sory military service, but none more novel than that ad- 
vanced by Professor Schutze, of the University of Chi- 
eago, who holds that such service would tend to improve 
American manners, In a recent address to his class in 
philosophy Professor Schutze pointed out that universal 
military service would obliterate the artificial distinctions 
that arise among different groups of citizens under pres- 
ent conditions. “In Germany,” he continued, “rich and 
poor alike are compelled to serve a period in the army, 
Millionaires’ sons are not excepted. In Germany, as in 
America, there are those who are inclined to be snobs, 
After the possessor of such tendencies has served his term 
in the army and been forced to mix on equal terms with 
less fortunately born countrymen he soon gets over his 
haughtiness. It would be an excellent thing for this coun- 
try to adopt the same practice, for class pride and snob- 
bery would soon disappear.” 
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The War Department is issuing some of the new 
Springfield riffes to the militia, but is charging the cost 
against the appropriation for the militia in the several 
States. It is desired to exchange the new guns for the 
Krags, as was done when the Krag replaced the old 
Springfield, and also to provide that the War Department 
ean do this in the future without additional legislation, 
It is pointed out by the Department, and as advised 
many times in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, that in 
time of war it is absolutely necessary that the volunteer 
army and the Regular Army should be equipped with 
the same rifle, as otherwise two kinds of cartridges must 
be manufactured and issued, and endless confusion must 
result. It is also necessary that but one arm be used in 
time of peace, in order that men can be familiar with the 
weapon they would use-in war. It is impossible to re 
model the Krag into a Springfield, 
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In a thouglitful article on rifle practice, the London 
Spectator points out that it supplies an excellent exeicise 
for the chest and lungs. One of the first things the young 
rifle shot has to learn is how to take a deep breath and 
then hold the breath while the rifle is kept absolutely 
steady and the finger is gradually tightening on the trig- 
ger. Any form of recreation which trains the muscle 
of the arm and exercises the chest and lungs would seem 
likely to be beneficial to health; but if that is not enough 
there is that unequaled training which rifle shooting give 
to the eye and to the hand working on the eye. Th 
writer remembers hearing a musketry instructor boas 
that he had lenghtened not only his own sight, but tk 
sight of scores of boys whom he had taught how to us 
their eyes in aiming at a target by 200 or 300 yards, sim 
ply by continued practice at long distance shooting.

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AN ENGLISHWOMAN IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Mrs. Campbell Dauncey, the wife of a mercantile Eng- 
ishman temporarily residing in the Province of Lloilo, P.I.. 
his recently issued a volume entitled “An Englishwoman 
in the Philippines,” consisting of letters written to her 
friends at home during her exile. Mrs. Dauncey, who 
yas very much discontented with her Filipino surround- 
ings, found some relief in sharing her unhappiness with 
hor friends at home. She now invites the whole world to 
» participation in her griefs. Aside from the climate, the 
difficulties of housekeeping, etc., she finds much cause 
for discontent in the peculiarities of the Americans she 
ret: “astounding pedagogues,” for example, “who are 
jonest, well-meaning folk, but their manners are those 
of ordinary European peasants.” ‘They “use the same 
knife indiscriminately to lap up yolk of an egg or help 
themselves to butter or salt.” Even the language they 
«peak is quite incomprehensible to this English woman 
«ho can no doubt understand the cockney speech, so in- 
onprehensible to the untraveled American, She ex- 
presses her regret that such rough diamonds should rep- 
renee to these natives the manners and intellect of a 
»reat and ruling white nation. Concerning the work of 
he school teachers, Mrs, Dauncey says: : 

“For these schools and swarming schoolmasters this 
»astoral country is taxed and tariffed to breaking point 
~_schools to which the natives are being taken from the 
fields, and in which they are taught a crude wash of bad 
English and mathematics. The chief result is to bring 
all the ‘scholars’ into the towns to loaf along in clerk- 
ships, if they can get them. You will laugh at my ve- 
aemence! But it does seem such a pity to see a splendid 
ntry wasted, as it were, thrown away, for the sake 
a windy theory propounded by some well-meaning 
‘hough ignorant sentimentalists at the other side of the 
” ‘It is the American go-ahead, run-before-you-walk 
ay, too, to build great docks and harbors costing mil- 

us before they have spent the necessary thousands in 

»strueting roads to bring the merchandise from inland, 

sacrificed the hundreds required to encourage trade. 
same thing is being done down in Lloilo, where two 

Hons are being spent on a harbor, when there is not 

tolerable road across the island, and all the revenues 
choke agriculture go to pay the officials and the 
scl:vol-teachers, conditions which prevail throughout the 
Archipelago.” go. 
in Vie eaahing Mrs. Dauncey had great difficulty 
: her Filipino servants, which she ascribes to the de- 
voralizing influence of previous American service on 
‘hose she first employed. No attention is paid, she tells 

. in American families to those little marks of etiquette 
“oh as ave found “of the greatest importance in dealing 
vith Ovientals,” compelling the use of Sefior and Sefiora 
in addressing their employees, etc. She says: “The only 
vay to impress anyone, black, brown or white, with the 
idea of your dignity, is to be dignified yourself. Once we 
vot vid of our Americanized cook my house went as on 
siled axles and we never missed one single thing from 
start to finish. I agree with my friends that we have 
been very lucky in finding such excellent ‘boys,’ but I 
must take a little credit to myself too, for having treated 
hem with the utmost consideration and politeness, show- 
ing them things patiently over and over again, and never 
nce speaking sharply or angrily. I am sure they appre- 
iate such treatment instead of the way in which I see 
people scolding and cursing their muchachos, and that our 
having such good and trustworthy servants is not entirely 
lue to random Inck in choosing them. The Filipinos, 
\ho, with their traditions of custumbres, are themselves 

yery polite people, were much shocked by the free and 
asy ways of their rulers, benefactors, or whatever they 
re. [afterwards heard many little comments upon the 
American lack of dignity, which made me feel sad, for 
hese two peoples wili never understand each other—even 
‘he good sentiments of the heart being conveyed by dif- 
rences of manner, which are meat to one and poison to 
the other. 

“The Spaniards did not recognize the Filipinos as equals, 
fut treated them with every courtesy, according to their 
degree, and I believe that whatever the political situation 
may haye been in those days, society went peaceably 
nough, for every man knew his place and kept it; a sys- 
tem admirably suited to an Oriental people. Now, how- 
‘ver, the régime is quite different, and the sudden glare 
of ultra-equalizing views is what the Filipinos can neither 
understand nor profit by. ; 

‘The white men are friendly with many of the mesti- 
zos, and dance with their pretty daughters, and are even 
veasionally foolish enough to marry the latter; but white 
women keep apart from the colored folk, and it would be 
in unheard-of thing to dance with one; while as to mar- 
tying a Filipino, no woman one could speak to would 
‘ver dream of such a horrible fate. That is where the 
real impassable gulf is fixed. 

“The Filipinos, like all other Orientals, can understand 
and be tuled by tangible and visible signs of the ways of 
a ruling people; but the empty bandstands in the towns, 
and the dull, colorless lack of ceremonies or ceremonial of 
the American régime have had an extremely bad effect, 
though the Filipinos are“laughed at for wanting the gay, 
courteous Spaniards back again. The American ideal is 
noble, grand—but it cannot be compressed into an Ori- 
cital brain. I can’t make myself better understood than 
by asking you to picture what India would be if the dur- 
bars were stage-managed by Americans! 

“They are a singularly happy people, these Filipinos, 
when they are unspoiled by the advantages of civilization. 
One never sees or hears people quarreling, and they are 
se kind to their children—-always laughing and chattering 
and showing their fine white teeth, so that to watch a 
sroup of poor people is always a pleasure. 

“It seams so odd to think that in one part of the world 
cultivated, thinking men are trying their level best to 
desiroy for others an ideally happy, simple life, while at 
lome their one profession is a wish to return to it them- 
selves, and their only idea of a holiday is to go off and 
caiup in the Rockies, where they can approach as nearly 
as possible to the conditions one sees here in the country 
places, Indeed, far from encouraging a simple, agricul- 
tural life, the land and other taxes, and the education, 
they go to maiutain, are having the effect of choking ag- 
ticulture and hurrying the half-taught countrymen into 
the towns, But even with the elect, with the Filipinos, 
the sums of money raised should be spent on roads, on re- 
nutting the poll-tax, on reducing the export duties—and 
then, when a gereration or two has been peaceful and 
Well fed, it would be time enough to educate the masses— 
't Such universal education is necessary or beneficial to 
such a people, or any people at all.” ; 

Mrs. Dauncey has an interesting description of the visit 
of the Taft party from an English point of view. Of the 
brincipal figure in the ceremonial she says: 

“It is impossible to get a clear idea of Mr. Taft as of 
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any other public personage, for while some people tell me 
he is a high-souled, disinterested philanthropist, who will 
live up to every word he has uttered, others vow that he 
is only an American politician with a skin-deep catch-vote 
policy, and that having got the billet he wanted in Amer- 
ica, he is quite capable of turning imperialist if it suits 
his book. What is one to believe? One thing they all 
agree in, which is that he has personal magnetism and a 
great deal of social charm, which great gifts have stood 
lim in very geod stead, I have no doubt, with the Fili- 
pinos, and have more to with his vast popularity with 
these Orientals than any yows and protestations. 

“Mr. Taft, who is a very tall, fair man of enormous 
build, towered over the heads of everyone about him. I 
don’t think I ever saw any one so vast, and could quite 
believe that he weighed 250 pounds—though I must say 
that to hear a weight expressed in pounds does not convey 
much impression to my mind. He has a large, clever face, 
which creases up into an amiable smile for which he is 
famous, and which has helped him enormously in life. In 
curlous contrast are bis eyes, which are small, and placed 
rather close together, and very shrewd in expression. 
When he is serious, it is a stern, rather hard face, and 
not very pre-possessing, but when he smiles the ‘Taft 
smile,’ it is aitered_in the most extraordinary manner, 
and he really looks charming.” 

Of other American peculiarities which Mrs. Daunccy 
found open to criticism, she says: “The Americans rode 
in the style which I notice they all adopt. It does not 
lcok well, according to our ideas, for they slouch in the 
saddle and flap their elbows, sitting with their legs stick- 
ing out straight as if the horse had tar or something on 
its ribs which the rider wanted to keep clear of. They 
seem to hold their reins in any sort of way, in each hand 
and up to their chins being the favorite method, which 
looks awkward, to say the least of it. The mestizas never 
ride at all, and the American women ride astride in large 
lcose trousers that look like two skirts. This breach of 
Griental decorum is one of the most fatal and irreparable 
mistakes the Americans have made in the Philippines. It 
is a subject on which the Filipino or mestizo is not slow 
to speak his mind. Alas for misunderstandings ! 

“The Americans all drive in a very strange fashion, 
holding a rein in each hand, which looks awkward at any 
time; but is most comical in the case of the swaggering 
negro who drives the military wagons, holding in a team 
about as fiery as a couple of old circus-horses, with a rein 
twisted round each of his hands, body thrown back, and 
the gestures of a Greek restraining an untamed pair 
round a stadium. The white man who drives the Govern- 
ment ice-cart amuses me too, for he is got up in full cow- 
hoy pageantry—huge boots, loose shirt with broad leather 
belt, immense sombrero worn well over one eye, long 
moustaches standing out, and great gauntlets up to his 
clbows. All this to hawk ice about a dowdy little town. 
But the oddest thing of all, to my mind, is to see officers 
in uniform salute ladies by taking their caps off. That I 
can’t get accustomed to!” 

Of the private soldiers she says: “They are really 
quite different from any others I have seen anywhere else 
in the world, for they lounge about when addressing an 
officer, and speak to him as an equal; which looks more 
than odd to anyone not accustomed to such ways.” Stiil 
she is able to give the soldiers a compliment, for at an- 
other date she says: 

“Aug. 14, 1905, we heard the sound of a band going 
past very early that morning, and when we went out on 
the balcony, we saw it was the infantry band from Gui- 
maras, with the regiment behind them marching down the 
street. They marched splendidly, and the band was play- 
ing a most sad and beautiful tune, which made one think 
of war, and troops marching away, and women crying 
in the morning.” 

_Of the climate this observer says: ‘The climate of the 
Philippines is very much abused, more than it really de- 
serves, 1 think, for the chief causes of all illness are anae- 
mia or liver, both arising more from the dreadful food 
and the lack of fresh vegetables, fruit, milk, and good 
meat than from the actual climate; though, of course, the 
illnesses arising from each bad diet are aggravated by the 
heat. The amount of tinned things the people eat would 
be trying in any climate, but out here they must be sim- 
ply deadly.” 


“THE UNITED STATES CAN ENFORCE ITS 
LAWS.” 
To THE EpiTorR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In an article, under the above heading, in the North 
American Review of Dec. 21, 1906, a writer who styles 
himself “Anti-Federalist” furnishes a somewhat lengthy 
discussion of what he conceives to be the question raised 
hy the recent controversy over the treatment accorded 
Japanese school children by the authorities of San Fran- 
cisco. This discussion is principally remarkable for the 
reason that its xuthor not only misconceives the real ques- 
tion at issue, but, in the whole length of his article, does 
not even hint at or suggest it. 

After stating that it is doubtful whether the treaty 
with Japan can be rightly construed as guaranteeing to 
the Japanese rights which have been violated by the ex- 
clusion of the Japanese children from the public schools 
of San Francisco, he adds that this issue may be disre- 
garded since the Federal Government has deemed it wise 
to admit the truth and justice of the Japanese repre- 
sentations. And he concludes: 

Therefore, in a nutshell, the case is this: The United States, 
by the treaty of 1894, agreed that the children of Japanese 
residing in this country should have the same right to attend 
the public schools as ig enjoyed by the children of white 
natives; that this includes the right to attend the public 
schools of a State, therefore of the State of California; that 
it is, furthermore, a grant of the right that Japanese children 
may attend the same schools which white children lawfully 
and habitually attend; that, contrary to this promise of the 
treaty, the Board of Education of San Francisco issued an 
order excluding Japanese children from schools which they 
had the right to attend; that thus a treaty of the United States 
had been violated by the Board of Education of San Francisco. 
The Japanese government looks to the United States to repair 
the wrong, and possibly to make amends, and to punish the 
offenders. The attitude of the Government of the United 
States has been, at the best, one of uncertainty. It has as- 
serted, at the most, that it does not Know.whether it has the 
power to prevent a breach of its own treaty by its own citi- 
zens, even when those citizens are members of a governing, or 
political body. It is not the first time that the issue has 
arisen. . ‘ . 

After this statement of his view of the question, “Anti- 
Federalist” proceeds to recite the well-known fact that a 
properly ratified treaty is a part of the supreme law of the 
land, and to prove—what is nowhere questioned—that the 
Federal Government has the power to enforce upon its 
citizens the observance of its treaties, either through its 
courts directly or by the aid of legislative enactments 
when these prove necessary. Nowhere does it seem to 
occur to “Anti-Federalist” that the treaty-making power 





might sometime overstep the limits of its authority and 
produce a treaty which would be unconstitutional, and, 
therefore, void and of no effect. He appears to believe 
that the validity of a treaty cannot be questioned, and 
that anything in the form of a treaty which has been 
regularly negotiated and ratified as provided in the Con- 
stitution becomes at once an established part of the 
supreme law which it is the duty of the courts to uphold 
and which the Federal Government can rightfully enforce 
hy all the means at its command. 

What a dangerous and pernicious doctrine this is! 
Would “Anti-Federalist’” contend that a treaty could 
change our form of government, or deprive Congress of 
its power to regulate interstate commerce, or remove the 
inhibition against ex post facto laws or bills of attainder, 
or rob the judiciary of its proper functions, or confiscate 
to the Federal Government the rights which Article X. 
ef the Amendments to the Constitution reserves to the 
States respectively or to the people? If not, he must 
udmit that a treaty, just as a law of Congress, must be 
able to stand the test of its constitutionality. And this is, 
indeed, the fact. While the laws of Congress and prop- 
erly ratified treaties are a part of the supreme law, 
superseding all conflicting provisions of State laws, 
whether constitutional or statutory, they are themselves 
subordinate to the Constitution and must, in order to 
be valid and binding, be in harmony with its provisions. 
Judge Story, in his work on the Constitution, says: 

The power ‘‘to make treaties’ is by the Constitution gen- 
eral; and, of course, it embraces all sorts of treaties, for peace 
or war; for commerce or territory; for alliance or succors; 


, for indemnity for injuries or payment of debts; for the recog- 


nition and enforcement of the principles of public law; and 
for any other purposes which the policy or interests of inde- 
pendent sovereigns may dictate in their intereourse with each 
other. But though the power is thus general and unrestricted, 
it is not to be so construed as to destroy the fundamental law 
of the State. A power granted by the Constitution cannot 
be construed to authorize a destruction of other powers given 
in the same instrument. It must be construed, therefore, in 
subordination to it; and cannot supersede or interfere with 
any other of its fundamental provisions. Each is equally 
obligatory and of paramount authority within its scope; and 
no one embraces a right to annihilate any other. A treaty 
to change the organization of the government, or annihilate 
its sovereignty. to overturn its republican form, or to deprive 
it of its constitutional powers, would be void; because it would 
destroy, what it was designed merely to fulfil, the will of the 
people. Whether there are any other restrictions necessarily 
growing out of the structure of the government will remain 
to be considered whenever the exigency shall arise. 

The same doctrine was stated by the Supreme Court 
in the case of Geofroy vs. Riggs, 133 U.S., p. 267: 

The treaty power, as expressed in the Constitution, is in 
terms unlimited except by the restraints which we find in that 
instrument against the action of the government or of its 
departments, and those arising from the nature of the govern- 
ment itself and that of the States. It would not be contended 
that it extends so far as to authorize what the Constitution 
forbids, or a change in the character of the government or in 
that of one of the States, or a cession of any portion of the 
Territory of the latter without its consent. 

The question actually raised by the exclusion of Jap- 
anese children from the public schools of San Francisco 
is not, then, as stated by “Anti-Federalist,’”’ merely as to 
whether or not the United States can enforce its law, 
hut one which goes to the validity and constitutionality 
of the law itself. Assuming that, by the treaty with 
Japan, the Federal Government intended to guarantee 
rights which have been violated by the authorities of 
San Francisco, the real question is as to whether or not 
such a treaty is unconstitutional because in conflict with 
Article X. of the Amendments to the Constitution, which 
provides that: 

“The powers not delegated to the United States by the 
Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the States, are re- 
served to the States respectively, or to the people.” 

3eyond question the power to so interfere in the 
domestic police of a State as to prescribe who may or 
who may not attend the schools, organized and main- 
tained under its laws for its own children, is not among 
those granted either expressly or by necessary implica- 
tion to the Federal Government. This power was, there- 
fore, reserved to the States, and a treaty which attempts 
to usurp it for the Federal Government should be ae- 
clared unconstitutional. If, through a treaty agreement 
with a foreign power, this undoubted right of the States 
can be acquired by the United States, what rights are 
safe from its aggression? Where will the line beyond 
which it cannot go be drawn, and how long will our dual 
system of government be able to withstand the encroach- 
ments of centralization 7%

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Q.-F. GUN PRACTICE IN THE FLEET. 
From the London Times, Jan. 1, 1907. 

Following closely on the issue of the results of the gun- 
layers’ test with heavy guns for 1906, the Admiralty 
have now published the result of the test of gun-layers 
with light guick-firing guns and the result of battle prac- 
tice from torpedoboat destroyers. In circulating these 
results for information their lordships note in both cases 
their great satisfaction at the very marked improvement 
in the results as compared with those obtained in 1905. 
These tests, like those of guns of larger caliber, are car- 
ried out annually and are similar in nature, the target 
used being 6 feet by 8 feet and the range varying from 
700 to 1,000 yards according to the caliber of the gun. 
In the case of the destroyer battle practice, officers may 
render assistance to the men, but the gun-layer is the 
cnly person permitted to fire. With each return an ab- 
stract of the firing for 1905 and 1906 is given, the fol- 
lowing tabular statement being that which is prefixed to 
the result of the test of the gun-layers with light quick- 
firing guns in His Majesty’s fleet, 1906:

It will be seen from the above table that the percentage 
of hits to rounds fired is more than half as much again 
what it was in 1905, and that the rate of hitting has also 
improved considerahly. : 

With the 3-pounder guns of Vickers type, mounted in 
three ships, the King Edward VII., and the two cruisers 
Black Prince and Duke of Edinburgh, an average of over 
eight hits per gun per minute was made, which is indeed 
wonderful shooting, even when it is remembered that 
these guns are fitted with the latest pattern telescopic 
sights. In the order of merit with 12-pounder guns, the 
Atlantic Fleet stands first with the Hindustan as best 
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ship; and this ship, it is to be noted, was fifth in order of 
merit in the gunlayer’s test with heavy guns. Out of 160 
rounds fired with this nature of gun, 98 hits were made, 
with a rate of 7.64 hits per minute. Four other squad- 
rons were above the average in the 12-pounder firing, 
these being the Second Cruiser Squadron with the Ber- 
wick as best ship, the Third Cruiser Squadron, headed by 
the Leviathan, and the China Squadron, with the Kent. 
The Kent and the Exmouth, of the Channel Fleet, tied 
for fifth place in order of merit; but the best ship in that 
fleet was the Glory, with 64 hits out of 103 rounds fired. 
The East Indies Squadron, represented by the Hermes, 
the flagship, and the only ship carrying 12-pounders in 
the squadron, stands last in order of merit, with 19 hits 
out of 66 rounds fired. Fourteen ships out of 55 which 
fired with this nature of gun come below the Hermes, and 
a very much larger number have scored under the aver- 
age. With 6 and 3-pounder guns, omitting the 3-pounder 
of Vickers type, the Atlantic Fleet again stood first in or- 
der of merit, the Majestic being the best ship in the fleet, 
with 79 hits out of 150 rounds fired. The Hindustan 
again shows up well, being the second ship in order of 
merit, with 98 hits out of 190 rounds fired. Of the squad- 
rons, four, in addition to the Atlantic Fleet, are above 
the average. These are the Third Cruiser Squadron, with 
the Lancaster as best ship, 17 hits out of 28 rounds fired, 
the Cape of Good Lope Squadron, with the Forte as best 
ship, 40 hits out of 110 rounds fired, the Mediterranean 
Fleet, in which the Diana and Minerva tied, and the First 
Cruiser Squadron, with the Hampshire as best ship. The 
Australian Squadron is at the bottom, and the best ship 
in this squadron tied with the Hermes and the King Al- 
fred, these three vessels standing 43 in order of merit out 
of 84 ships. With these classes of guns, only 31 ships, 
or a little more than a third, were above the average, 
and some ships appear to have done very badly indeed. 
The Patrol only made one hit out of 70 rounds fired, the 
Alacrity four out of 64 rounds fired, the Skipjack four 
out of 30, the Proserpine eight out of 77, the Kent three 
out of 18, the Flora four out of 36, and the Drake three 
out of 25. This is a great pity in the case of the Drake, 
which has otherwise made excellent firing. 

The tabular statement supplied with the result of bat- 
tle practice from the torpedoboat destroyers of His Majes- 
ty’s Fleet, 1906, is as follows:

Percentage of hits to rounds fired........ 20.02 34.60

The guns used in this practice are 12-pounders and 
6-pounders, and although rather fewer destroyers were 
engaged and the number of guns fired was less, the num- 
ber of hits nearly doubled, and the percentage of hits 
to rounds fired increased by rather more than one-half. 
The 52 vessels firing are divided between three stations, 
12 being in the Mediterranean, 6 in China, and the re- 
mainder in the Channel, Those in the Mediterranean 
came first in order of merit, with the Desperate as best 
ship, but the best individual score with the 12-pounder in 
that squadron was made by Petty Officer H. Hyde, of the 
Dragon, with seven hits out of nine rounds in 55 secs. 
The China Squadron came next with the Janus as best 
ship, but the best individual score with the 12-pounder 
was made by J. Holligan, A.B., of the Whiting, who 
made nine hits in nine rounds in 55 secs. In the Channel 
the best ship was the Swale, but there was no firing with 
the -12-pounder as good as that already mentioned. With 
the 6-pounder the best scores were made in the Mediter- 
ranean, where two men made 13 hits, another 12, and 
two others 11 hits, each in 55 secs. The best score with 
this gun in China was ten hits and in the Channel eight 
hits, and some of the firing was very bad indeed. Out of 
the 52 vessels firing only 20, or a little more than a third, 
were above the average of 37 points. In fourteen vessels 
no hits at all were made with the 12-pounder. Better 
firing was made with the 6-pounder, but in several cases 
not more than one hit per gun was made. The ships at 
the top of the list in order of merit are the Desperate, 
Bruizer, Dragon, Boxer, and Ariel, all of the Mediterra- 
nean, and those at the bottom are the Boyne, Cheerful, 
Sprightly, Orwell, Seal, and Crane, all in the Channel. 





THE PERSONNEL BOARD AND HIGH FINANCE. 


To THE EpITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Five million dollars saved in seven years, if you will 
take our advice, said the Personnel Board in its recent 
recommendations for increasing the efficiency of the 
service. A nicely-tabulated form was published, which 
would show just what would happen. Here is something 
that did not appear in that publication, but, like the 
broker’s commission, it was there just the same. I quote 
herewith a part of Paragraph 20 of the board’s report, 
which is as follows ok EF 

“After graduation from the Naval Academy midship- 
men should serve one year at sea * *°* ; provided 
further that all officers now commissioned ensigns be 
immediately commissioned lieutenants (junior grade), 
without examination, and after five years from date of 
their final graduation from the Naval Academy to be pro- 
moted to the grade of lieutenant, subject to the examina- 
tion now provided by law: Pi tone hate 

Has it occurred to anv one that the use of the word 
“Final” will save the Government in the neighborhood 
of $100,000? Under the present law the members of the 
classes of 1902, 1903, 1904, and a part of 1905, will be- 
come lieutenants within, or nearly within, five years from 
first- graduation from the Naval Academy. If the pro- 
posed legislation becomes a law, instead of becoming lieu- 
tenants within five years from first graduation, these 
officers will be required to spend seven years from first 
graduation until they reach°the rank of lieutenant proper. 
This is not only “demotion” with a vengeance, but it 
means something more to these young officers. | : 

Take for example the class of 1904, which is most 
favorably situated’so far as loss of future emolument is 
concerned, and we find that under the provosed legislation 
each member thereof would receive, until he becomes a 
lieutenant prover, not junior grade, about $400 less than 
he would receive under the present law, the members of 
1903 about $500 less, and the class of 1902 about $600 
less. 

Everyone appreciates the fact that the younger officers 
of the Service are very much underpaid, that the price of 
living has increased, etc. We have been bewailing the 
fact from year to year that Congress has passed no legis- 
lation which will increase the naval officer’s pay; but 
it seems that it has been left to members of the Navy who 
are enjoying high rank in the Service to recommend 
legislation that will only increase the financial embarrass- 
ment of the younger officer. 

When it is taken into consideration that the young 


officers are the ones whom this legislation is supposed to 
be désigned to help, and that they constitute twenty-five 
per cent. of the commissioned personnel of the line, it 
seems that the recommendations of the board are not all 
that could be desired. ‘The younger officers had no part 
in the recommendations of the board, yet they are the 
ones to suffer. Is this fair? Is this just? The sub- 
stitution of “First” for the word “Final,” in the para- 
graph mentiéned, would permit those officers to enjoy 
under the proposed legislation that which they will enjoy 
under the present law. Verily, from him that hath not 
shall be taken away.

THE QUESTION OF TITLES. 


To THE EpiITor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The staff officers of the Navy wish the same titles in 
their respective corps as the line officers have in their 
corps. They give as their reasons: 

1. The fact that officers holding corresponding positions 
in our sister Service, the Army, have such titles. 

2. The facts that titles like “Assistant Surgeon’ give 
a false impression among people outside the Navy as to 
the position of the holders of the title; and that such 
titles as “‘Pay Director” and ‘Medical Inspector” are 
foolish. 

3. The fact that their present titles tend to belittle them 
among the people they meet in civil life; and that it is 
harmful to them, and to the Navy in general, to have any 
of its officers belittled. 

They disclaim any wish-to pretend to belong to any 
corps except their own; and they disclaim any dissatis- 
faction with their present titles, so far as the Navy itself 
is concerned ; feeling that their titles are correctly under- 
stood by the people in the Navy. 

Many line officers oppose their being given the titles 
they desire. Unless I am misinformed, these line officers 
do not state as their reason any belief that the practical 
efficiency of the Navy would be impaired. The only rea- 
son I have heard is the oft-repeated statement that the 
title is the only thing most line officers ever get, and that 
they ought not to be compelled to share their titles with 
other people. 

Now it is an admitted principle that every man will do 
his work better, if he is contented, than if he is not con- 
tented; so that it is better to give every man what he 
wants, so far as it can be done, and provided that it can 
be done without working harm to some thing or some 
person. Therefore, it would be better to give staff offi- 
cers the titles they wish, unless it would do harm to 
some thing or some person. 

As no claim has been made that the giving of those 
titles would do harm to any thing, not even to the prac- 
tical efficiency of the Navy, all reasonable opposition can 
be based only on the theory that it would do harm to some 
persons—the only possible persons being the line officers. 

Now would it do them any harm? If so, what harm? 
The only possible harm would be by robbing the line offi- 
cers of some fraction of the honor which their titles may 
be supposed to confer on them. 

But their titles do not confer any honor on them what- 
ever, ‘Titles do not confer honor: titles cannot confer 
honor. Honor is too sacred a thing to be conferrable by 
title. Honor is not conferrable even by position, except 
in so far as the position gives its holder an opportunity 
to do honorable service and receive proper credit for it. 

This being true, no man who possesses a title, given 
him from any cause, gan possibly be harmed if some other 
man be given the same title from some other cause. The 
President of the United States is not harmed, by sharing 
the title of President with thousands of presidents of 
small affairs; Elihu Root is not harmed by sharing the 
title of Secretary with thousands of secretaries ; a captain 
of the line of the Navy is not harmed by sharing the title 
of captain with thousands of tug-boat captains, police 
eaptains and captains of militia; and if all the medical 
directors, medical inspectors, pay directors and pay in- 
spectors were given the title of captain, the only result 
would be that, instead of sharing his title with, say 
10,000 captains in the United States, he would share it 
with 10.060 captains. The fact that no harm is done to 
any man by titles being given to other men, may be proved 
éy the two instances following: 

1. Secretary Stanton made a great many brevet briga- 
dier generals, in order, it has been said, to belittle Gen- 
eral Sherman, by making the title of ‘General’? common. 
But the scheme did not succeed, and Sherman’s glory 
was not dimmed. 

2. There was once an officer blessed with a handsome 
person, an erect carriage, an unusually rich voice and a 
certain peculiarity of the chest. which combined to give 
him the anpearance of a pomposity, entirely foreign to his 
nature, which was essentially modest. His subordinates 
nick-named him “God”; yet his brother officers were not 
in the least wounded by his being given this title, though 
it was much higher than theirs.

APPOINTMENTS TO THE J.A.G. DEPARTMENT. 


To THE EpiTor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: | 
In all but one case, when officers are to be permanently 
appointed or detailed in one of the scientific corps of the 
Army, their fitness is first determined by rigid examina- 
tions, often, as in case of transfers to the Ordnance Corps, 
competitive. By a singular coincidence the one scientific 
corps to which appointments are not determined by exam- 
inations happens to be the most technical and scientific 
of all. Reference is, of course, made to the Judge Ad- 
vocate General’s Department, to which the President is 
authorized to appoint from the Army at large or from 
civil life. May it not be appropriately asked, at this 
time, why the rule, which works with so much success in 
the other departments, should not be made to apply to 
this one? ‘ 
It is respectfully suggested that here is an opportunity 
to apply the principle of selection in its most ideal form. 
For every vacancy in the Judge Advocate General’s De- 
partment there are a great many candidates, the majority 
of whom hope, perhaps, to be able to muster enough per- 
sonal influence, regardless largely of ability or qualifica- 
tions, to secure the appointment; while the minority— 
some twenty or so at most—really believe that if given a 
fair opportunity to compete for the appointment they 
would come out victorious. With the number of candi- 
dates who would enter such a competitive examination 
so reduced, what a splendid opportunity there would be 
for an application of the princivle of selection. Argument 
is scarcely necessary to show how this would contribute 
to the efficiency of the Judge Advocate’s corps while at 
the same time it would promote discipline and content- 
ment in the Service. Under present conditions a candi- 





date knows that no matter what his knowledge of the 
law may be, no matter what his ability or legal aptitude. 
or no matter how greatly these may excel those of any 
other candidate, he cannot even hope to be appointed un- 
less he can command sufficient influence at Washington 
to insure consideration. 

If appointments were determined by competitive exam 
inations all this would be changed. Instead of spending 
his time and energy seeking the influence of this or tha: 
Senator, these would be given to study and resesrch in an 
effort to qualify himself for the duties of the office h: 


hoped to fill. If he failed to secure it he would have the 


Satisfaction of knowing that he had been given a fai: 


opportunity to win and that his failure was attributable 


to no one but himself; instead of thinking, as he doe: 
now, that his failure is due to the fact that the man wh 
was successful either had more influence or had been give: 
special opportunities to render service which could serv: 
as an excuse for his promotion. Under the system o: 
examinations he would be satisfied even though he neve: 
succeeded in getting anything; whereas, under presen 
conditions, he suffers from a feeling of injustice an 
favoritism, and a consequent restlessness and disconter 
which breed inefficiency. 

Without unduly elaborating what is intended to \: 
merely a suggestion. it is believed that a system coul 
be easily devised which would secure the highest result: 
at practically no expense to the Government. Let a com 
mittee at Washington prepare thorough examinations on 
the following subjects to which the attached weight: 
should be given: General law, twenty per cent.; consti- 
tutional law, twenty-five ; international law, fifteen; mili 
tary law, thirty; thesis, ten. The thesis to be a dis- 
cussion of not exceeding 1,500 words on some subjec 
of general, current information or importance. Exami- 
nations could be sent out sealed to commanding officer: 
and taken by candidates, under appropriate regulations 
at their own posts, all papers to be returned to Wash 
ington and marked by the same examining board. If i: 
should be necessary to restrict the number of candidates 
the privilege of competing could be limited to those who 
were graduates of reputable law schools or who had passec 
successfully a bar examination. 

If such a system as the one outlined were put in opera 
tion it would result in getting the best men available for 
the Judge Advocate General’s Department, thus making 
that in time the most highly skilled and efficient corps 
in the Army. It would result, too, in satisfying all fair 
minded candidates for these appointments; for, if any can 
didate should object to a system of competitive examina 
tions, it would be at once clear that he was not fair-mind. 
ed, and he would lay himself open to the accusation o: 
having more faith in his political pull than in his abilit, 
to win out on his merits. 

Let us work together in trying to create a sentimen 
in favor of this much-to-be-desired reform, taking as 01 
motto, “Let the best man win.’ 

CANDIDATE. 
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THE TREATY-MAKING POWER. 
To THE EpItor oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Mr. Phelps has shown conclusively in the JouRNAL «' 
this date that the States have unlimited power to mak: 
regulations for schools for citizens of the United States 
who live within their borders, provided they give all eqna! 
privileges. They may classify them according to age. 
sex, color of eyes, hair. or skin. All this under the Co: 
stitution of the United States. But, strange as it ma 
seem, and wrong as it is, a foreigner may enjoy great 
privileges than our own citizens, if such privileges hay 
been granted him by treaty. 

Article VI. (See. 2), of the Constitution, reads: 

‘*This Constitution, and the laws of the United States wh 
shall be made in pursuance thereof; and all treaties made, « 
which shall be made, under the authority of the United States 
shall be the supreme law of the land; and the judges in ever 
State shall be bound thereby, anything in the Constitution 
laws of any State to the contrary notwithstanding.’’ 

The phraseology of this article shows a distinction hi 
tween the law-making, and the treaty-making, powers. 
Laws must be in conformity to the Constitution and ars 
limited thereby. Treaties are made under the authority 
of the United States, and without limitation. Wio 
created the Constitution? The Preamble says: 

“We, the people of the United States, * * * do 
ordain and establish this Constitution for the United 
States of America.” 

The United States existed before the Constitution, and 
made treaties with England, France and other countris 
When the people, acting through the States, ratified th 
Constitution, they gave up certain law-making powers to 
the Constitution, but limited thereby; but, at the same 
time, they gave unlimited treaty-making power to [li 
United States, and lodged that power in the President 
and Senate. ; 

It would seem necessary that this distinetion be msde 
between laws and treaties: the former are limited in tiir 
scope to the people and internal affairs of the country: 
the latter relate to matters. between our own and otliet 
countries. 

This subject was debated in the Constitutional. (‘ou- 
vention. To illustrate the danger of granting unlimiicd 
treaty-making power to the President and Senate, Mr. 
George Mason said they might make a treaty ceding 
Georgia to Spain. Mr. Monroe declared that they miv/i(, 
by treaty. give up the right to navigate the Mississi})}" 
River. But these objections did not seem to have mili 
weight. It was argued that there could not he danger 
from this source. Even an impulsive, crude-thinkineg 
President could scarcely be led to make a treaty det’i- 
mental to the interests of his eountry: much less couid 
a Senate be found to ratify such a treaty. 

But Section 2, Article III., of the Constitution previ. 
that “the judicial power shall extend to * * * 
laws of the United States, and treaties made, or wh! 
shall be made under their authority.” How far shal! t!:!s 
power extend? The Supreme Court certainly has juris 
diction over any case where a treaty conflicts with ‘ie 
school laws or any other laws of a State. It can decide 
whether a treaty has been made “under the authority ©! 
the United States’—not of the Constitution: if it hes 
ae it is the supreme law of the land, regardless of State 
aws. 

If this view is correct, the only question in the San 
Francisco controversy is, Does the treaty between thie 
United States and Janan conflict with the action of thi 
school board? If it does, the treaty must prevail. But 
the treaty should be modified so that it will not give 
Japanese, or any other foreign citizens, privileges which 
American citizens cannot enjoy. Of course no President 
nor Senate could have dreamed that such a controvers) 
as that in San Francisco could arise. It will put them on 
their guard in the future.

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Senator Burroughs, of Michigan, a member of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Military Affairs, this week introduced 
in the Senate a proposed amendment to the Army Appro- 
priation bill, which will permit of the retirement of five 
brigadier generals, four of whom are bureau chiefs of the 
War Department, with the rank of major general. The 
\ar Department earnestly desires the adoption of this 
amendment which will make it possible to reward officers 
whom the Secretary of War and the President regard as 
entitled to recognition of this character, The amendment 
yeads as follows: “Provided, That officers who served 
creditably in the Regular or Volunteer forces in the field 
during the Civil War prior to April 9, 1865, and who 
now hold the rank of brigadier general on the active list 
of the Army, having previously held that rank for three 
vears or more, shall, when retired from active service, 
have the rank and pay of major general.” Should this 
smendment be adopted it would permit of the retirement 
with the rank of major general of Brig. Gens. William S. 
\MeCaskey, Alexander Mackenzie, Chief of Engineers; 
Charles IF’. Humphrey, Quartermaster General of the 
Avmy; George B. Davis, J.A. General of the Army, and 
Itobert M. O’Reilly, Surgeon General of the Army. Of 
course, it would not necessarily mean that these officers 
would have to be retired upon the adoption of the amend- 
ment, and the chances are that not all of them would ask 
for such retirement. When Major General Wade retires 
for age next April it is understood that Brig. Gen. John 
\y. Bubb will be made a major general and will serve as 
such until his statutory retirement for age on April 26, 
just twelve days after General Wade’s retirement. No 
jatter whether the amendment is adopted or not it may 
he positively announced that Brigadier General McCas- 
key will be made a major general on the retirement of 
General Bubb to serve until Oct. 23, 1907, when he also 
will reach the age of sixty-four years. A majority of the 
menbers of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs ap- 
pear to be in favor of this amendment and the chances 
are that it will be adopted by the committee as a rider 
to the Army Appropriation bill. 
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some thirty recruits at Columbus, O., on the night of 
Janu. 21 went out to a tough quarter in North Fourth 
street, where bad whiskey is sold in abundance, and “shot 
up” the place, upon being told that one of their number 
had been badly done up in a fight in which a negro fig- 
ured. Accounts state that the soldiers were uniformed 
and started out early in the evening, going from High 


street east in Locust to Fourth street, throwing all kinds 
of missiles at the resorts and threatening people in the 
street. They then turned north in Fourth street, stoned a 


saloon at the intersection of Naghten and Hickory streets, 
breaking out the windows. A showcase, door and window 
were then demolished at P. J. O’Connor’s store, at Fourth 
and Naghten streets. The soldiers next attacked the 
store of Albert Soady, at No. 249 East Naghten street, 
hurling stones and sticks through the windows. Police 
and soldiers from the barracks were soon on hand. Every 
uniformed soldier was promptly rounded up by a guard as 
soon as Lieut. Col. E. F. Glenn, in command, learned of 
the trouble and the disorderly men were marched to the 
harracks and were placed in the guard house. An in- 
vestigation was at once began, and all men who it can be 
proved participated in the disorder will be severely dealt 
with. Lientenant Colonel Glenn made a report of the 
trouble to the War Department. It is said that no action 
will he taken by the War Department, Lieutenant Colonel 
Glenn having ample authority to deal with the case. 
James Sterns, one of the ringleaders, made a confession 
Jan. 22. He says that William Van Stuckard told some 
of the recruits that a negro had shot a recruit. This add- 
ed to the resentment of the recruits, who were excited 
over the stabbing of a recruit by a negro Saturday night. 


Jan. 19. About thirty recruits met and raided the “Bad 
Lands.” Van Stuckard’s story was afterward found to 
be untrue. 
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rhe former Secretary of the Navy, Mr. Bonaparte; 
the present Secretary, Mr. Metcalf; Capt. Richard Wain- 
wright. and Lieut. Comdr. W. S. Sims, U.S.N., appeared 
before the House Naval Committee Jan. 18 to explain 
the Naval bill. In reply to inquiries Mr. Bonaparte stat- 
ed that he did not think that the policy he adopted in 
awarding contracts for armor would discourage competi- 
tien. As to the naval program, he was very positive that 
the 20,000-ton battleship could now be built without fur- 
ther legislation. The matter of turbines had been under 
discussion, The majority, if not the whole, of the board 
favored turbines, provided it could be proven that they 
were practically most advantageous—an opinion which, if 
civen as reported, shows all the wisdom of Captain Buns- 
by. The turbines are to be first tested in competition in 
the scout vessels, Later on Commander Sims stated that 
“no battleships or cruisers or naval vessels of any kind 
will hereafter be built in England without turbines.” Yet 
ow! naval authorities are still halting between two opin- 
ions, like a boy who does not know whether to jump into 
the cold water or freeze on the bank. Mr. Metcalf’s ex- 
amination consisted practically in a frank admission thit 
he did not yet know anything about the Navy, but he is 
still young and will learn. Captain Wainwright and 
Commander Sims presented the argument for big ships. 
Commander Sims thinks that the size of battleships will 
increase more rapidly in the future and stated that 25,000 
and 30,000-ton ships would be more efficient than our 
20,000-ton vessels. The size of the gun is limited to the 
12-inch because that gun is sufficiently large to do the 
work we want it to do. 





Vrivate Frank Allen, Co. M, 5th U.S. Inf., found

The court, by an erroneous application of the rule author- 
Zing exceptions and substitutions in a finding by a court- 
martial found him not guilty of selling the said articles

in violation of the 17th Article of War, but guilty of 
lesing them through neglect, in violation of that article. 
Having been found not guilty of the offense set forth in 
the specification, and which he alone was called upon to 
answer, he should have been acquitted on both the charge 
and specification; the offense of which he was found 
guilty, was not alleged against him, and not being in- 
cluded in that charged, could not properly form the 
subject of a finding. The sentence of a confinement ad- 
judged on all the charges of which the accused was con- 
victed, is therefore reduced to. five months. As thus 
mitigated, the sentence is approved.” 
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Gen. William Crozier, U.S.A;,. Chief of Ordnance, an- 
nounces that instructions have been given for the issue 
of the new magazine rifles, caliber .30, model of 1903, 
with knife bayonets and model of 1905 sights, to the 
remainder of the troops stationed in the United States, 
including the Seacoast Artillery and the Signal Corps, 
not heretofore supplied with these arms. The issues 
of these arms to the troops stationed in the Depart- 
ments of the East and Gulf will be made from Spring- 
field Armory, and to the troops stationed in all other 
departments in the United States, from Rock Island 
Arsenal. As a sufficient number of these rifles are now 
on hand at these two. ordnance establishments, im- 
mediately available for issue, it is anticipated that ship- 
ments can be completed within a month from Jan. 14, 
1907. One year’s supply of spare parts and appendages 
for the new rifles has been ordered issued to all posts 
in the United States where these troops are stationed. 
The gun slings now in use with the rod bayonet rifles 
should not be turned in, but should be retained for use. 
With reference to the supply of model of 1903 ammuni- 
tion for these new rifles for target practice and the re- 
serve supply at posts for the current year, the command- 
ing officer of Rock Island Arsenal has been instructed 
to issue only ball cartridges of 2,200 f.c. velocity for 
target practice; the reserve supply at posts to be taken 
from the 2,300 f-s. velocity ammunition. This course is’ 
taken because of the limited supply of 2,200 f-s. velocity 
ammunition, the amount on hand in this department and 
at the several posts in the United States being only 
slightly in excess of that required for target practice 
during the current target year. 
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Admiral George Dewey has made a formal protest to 
Secretary of the Navy Metcalf against the granting of the 
request made by a New York committee that the Hart- 
ford, the flagship of Admiral Farragut, be turned into a 
training vessel for the students of the nautical school of 
that city. Under date of Jan. 23 Admiral Dewey directed 
the following letter to the Secretary of the Navy: “Sir: 
I have the honor to invite your attention to a subject 
which has been so authoritatively mentioned in the public 
press that I feel justified in referring to it. I allude to 
the request made by a New York committee that the 
Hartford, Admiral Farragut’s historic flagship, should be 
turned over to them to serve as a training vessel for the 
students of the nautical school of that city. As an ardent 
admirer of the great admiral and as one who had the 
honor of serving under him in al] the engagements of the 
Mississippi campaign, I beg to enter my protest against 
such employment of his famous flagship and to express 
my hope that this request will not be granted. In my 
opinion the Hartford should be kept at the Naval Acade- 
my, there to serve as a sacred relic of the greatest naval 
hero of the Civil War and to be kept for all time as an 
object lesson for the young midshipmen who are to be the 
naval officers of the future.” 








Official orders were issued this week by the War De- 
partment to recruiting officers of the Army to enlist a 
sufficient number of colored men to fill the vacancies in 
the 25th Infantry, caused by the discharge “without 
honor” of all the enlisted men in Cos. B, C and D of that 
regiment. It is believed that none of the discharged 
men will be able to furnish the evidence required by the 
President .to prove that he not only was not engaged in 
the riots at Brownsville on Aug. 13, but that he as well 
had no guilty knowledge concerning it. It is also interest- 
ing to note that upon the recommendation of Major Gen. 
J. Franklin Bell, Chief of Staff, it has been determined 
hy the War Department to fill the vacancies in the sep- 
arate detachment of Cavalry stationed at the Military 
Academy by the enlistment of colored men. General Bell 
has become dissatisfied with the large number of deser- 
tions from that detachment and believes that the time has 
come when it should consist of colored troops. It is 
thought that the change will also be beneficial to the Mili- 
tary Academy. We publish elsewhere a War Department 
General Order retaining home battalions of colored troops 
in this country from the regiments ordered to duty in the 
Philippines. 
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The Signal Corps of the Army has adopted a brush- 
cutting knife; blade, eighteen inches; weight, including 
leather scabbard, twenty-nine ounces. This will be issued 
as part of the equipment for companies on field service, 
or detachments constructing lines; they are not intended 
for issue to individual soldiers as part of their personal 
equipment. A waterproof pack chest, size thirty inches 
by nineteen inches by fifteen inches (outside measure- 
ments), has also been adopted. It is made of leatheroid 
securely bound with iron, and has a_ substantial lock. 
It will be provided for issue only to Signal Corps com- 
panies on field service, and is intended for the packing 
of telegraph, telephone and testing instruments, helio- 
graphs, field glasses, and telescopes, small tools, such as 
linemen’s outfits, and other small articles of value which 
must be secured against loss, and instruments which 
should be protected from the weather. 
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Comdr. George E. Burd, U.S.N., who was for some 
time head of the Department of Steam Engineering at the 
Puget Sound Navy Yard, and more recently assistant sup- 
erintendent of the naval auxiliaries, has reported at the 
navy yard, Boston, Mass., as successor to the late Comdr. 
and relieving P.A. Engr. Henry E. 
Ithoades, who had been acting head of the Department 
of Steam Engineering since the death of Commander Ca- 
naga the day before Christmas. Commander Burd’s long 
experience on ships and at navy yards makes him specially 
qualified for his new duties as head of the steam engineer- 





ing department, and Lieutenant Rhoades remains in the 
same capacity as first assistant, where he has been under 
three other officers who have had charge of the depart- 
ment at the Boston Navy Yard in the past two years. 
Commander Burd has moved into the house assigned to 
the steam engineering officer, and his wife and daughter 
and son already feel quite at home there. He is a gradu- 
ate of the Naval Academy, class of 1878. 





In the presence of a distinguished audience, and with 
elaborate exercises, the one hundredth anniversary of the 
birth of Gen. Robert E. Lee, of the Confederacy, was 
commemorated in Washington, D.C., Jan. 19, under the 
auspices of the United Confederate and Southern societies 
of the District of Columbia. The immense ballroom of 
the New Willard, where the meeting was held, was filled 
to overflowing. The Confederate veterans marched to. the 
hall in a body, escorted by the United Spanish War vet- - 
erans, Throughout the evening the United States Marine 
Band stirred the audience with “Dixie” and other South- 
ern nelodies. Although unable to attend, President Roose- 
velt sent a letter in which he extolled the virtues of the 
Confederacy’s great general, in war as well as in peace. 
His suggestion that the centennial anniversary be. cele- 
brated by the establishment of a permanent Lee memorial 
at some great representative educational institution of the 
South met with instant favor. The exercises were pre- 
sided over by Hilary A. Herbert, former Secretary of the 


_ Navy. 
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Quartermaster General Humphrey has made a recom- 
mendation to the Secretary of War that the new olive 
drab service uniform be issued at last to all the troops of 
the United States Army. The Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment still has on hand a large number of blue flannel 
shirts, which General Humphrey has recommended be 
worn with the olive drab uniform until they are all gone, 
and about 20,000 of the old blue blouses, which it is ree 
ommended be issued to military prisoners. The present 
orders provide that the old blue dress coat shall be worn 
until exhausted by Artillery troops. The recommendation 
of Quartermaster General Humphrey, which will proba- 
bly be approved, was sent to the Secretary of War this 
week, Officers and soldiers of the Army will be much in- 
terested when final action is taken, as they are nearly all 
of them anxious to get the new olive drab uniform, which 
was authorized several years ago. 
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The question of sore backs on Cavalry horsese, caused 
by participation in recent maneuvers, has lately been be- 
fore the General Staff of the Army and the Secretary of 
War. The trouble arose at Fort Riley, Kan., where an 
abnormally large number of sore backs were reported af- 
ter practice marches and maneuvers. Rather strenuous . 
recommendations for disciplining the officers assumed to . 
be responsible for this were made to the War Department 
by the division commander, but these were not approved. 
It is considered, however, that the great number of sore 
backs indicates lack of care on the part of troop com- 
manders. Major Gen. A. W. Greely recently issued a 
General Order from his division calling attention to the 
necessity for greater care of horses on the march, and the 
General Staff has made recommendations to guard against 
such lack of care in the future, which will probably pro- 
mulgate in a War Department General Order. 
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Assistant Secretary of the Navy Newberry will leave 
Washington on Feb. 9 on his annual tour of inspection 
of the Southern navy yards. He will go direct to New 
Orleans by rail, where he will inspect the Algeciras sta- 
tion and drydock and then proceed on either the May- 
flower or Dolphin to Pensacola, Fla., thence to Key West 
and thence to Guantanamo, Cuba. On his return trip he 
inay stop at Havana. Coming up the Atlantic coast the 
Assistant Secretary will visit the yards at Charleston and 
Port Royal. He will be accompanied by Capt. Charles 
E. Vreeland, his naval aide, and probably by Mrs. New- 
berry and Mrs. Metcalf, the wife of the Secretary of the 
Navy.

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PISTOL AND REVOLVER TESTS. 


-—=— 


In our last issue, pages 569 and 577, we gave some 
facts concerning the tests of revolvers and automatic 
pistols at the Springfield Armory before the board of 
Army, officers, of which Colonel Reade, 23d Inf., is presi- 
dent. As the program for the test of automatic pistols 
has already been pnblished, we give below the prograin 
to be foilowed for the tests of revolvers: 

Program for Tests of Revolvers. 

1. Examination of revolver, as to design, appearance, bal- 
ance, etc. 

2. Special examination will be made as to safety features. 

3. Dismounting and assembling. The times required to 
totally dismount and assemble, except removal of the barrel. 

4.. The number of—(a) pins and screws; (b) small springs; 
(c) other parts. 3 

5. The number and kind of tools required to dismount and 
assemble. 

6. Twenty rounds (ten single and ten double action) to be 
fired into butt to observe working of revolver. 

e above tests will be made with the revolver in the 
hands of and operated by the inventor or his representative, if 
present. 

7. Velocity at 37.5 feet, mean of five shots. 

8. Accuracy and penetration at seventy-five feet; ten shots. 

9. Rapidity with accuracy; target, 6 x 2 feet; range, 100 
feet. The number of shots fired to be eighteen. Revolver fired 
from hand. Time and number of hits to be noted in each case. 

To be conducted by representative of the inventor, if pres- 
ent. Firing to begin with chamber and cylinder empty, and 
cartridges arranged as desired by the firer. 

10. Rapidly at will. Same as preceding test, except that 
the revolver will be fired without aim into a butt at short 
range, and hits will not be considered. 

11. Endurance. Revolver will then be fired deliberately 500 
rounds, cooling after each fifty shots. 

1 Velocity. Same as Paragraph 7, above. 

13. Excessive charges. Revolver to be fired five times with 
cartridges in which the charge of powder is increased to pro- 
duce a pressure in the chamber twenty-five per cent. greater 
than the regular pressure. 

14. Pierced primers. Revolver will be fired once with a 
cartridge in which the primer has been thinned so as to insure 
piercing. Two rounds will then be fired to observe action. 

15. Dust. Both ends of barrel will be tightly corked and 
the revolver will be exposed, in a box prepared for that pur- 
pose, to a blast of fine sand for one minute. The surplus 
sand may then be removed by blowing thereon, jarring of the 
piece, or wiping with the bare hand only. The cylinder should 
be—(a) empty when exposed to dust; (b) loaded when exposed 
to dust. In ‘‘b’’ the cartridges may be removed and wiped, 
then reloaded. 

16. Rust. The mechanism will be thoroughly cleaned of 
grease, by boiling in a solution of soda, both ends of the barrel 
tightly corked; the revolver then placed in a saturate solution 
of sal-ammoniac for five minutes. After exposure to the open 
air for twenty-four hours, five shots will be fired into a sand 
butt. 

17. Supplementary tests. Any piece which successfully 
passes the foregoing tests may be subjected to such supple- 
mentary tests, or repetitions of previous ones, to further de 
termine its endurance or other qualities as may be prescribed 
by. the Chief of Ordnance or by the board. 

General remarks. During the above tests the revolver will 
be entirely in the hands of the board, except when specially 
stated otherwise, and no alterations or repairs other than 
those possible on the ground will be allowed, except by special 
permission of the board. If the revolver fails in any test the 
remainder of the program may be discontinued in the discre 
tion of the board. 

In case of misfires, cartridges will be opened to determine 
the cause, and if due to ammunition, the test will be repeated. 

In addition to the revolver and pistol tests, there will 
be a trial of a revolver bullet presented by Capt. Samuel 
Hof, Ord. Dept., U.S.A. When a revolver or pistol is pre- 
sented, the inventor or manufacturer is requested to take 
it apart and put it together again, then teach the officers 
of the board to do the same, and last of all, show two 
expert mechanics of the Springfield Armory detailed for 
duty with the board how to do it. The inventor is also 
requested to shoot the gun and show the officers and sol- 
diers how to shoot it. He will also be asked to tell 
what there is about the gun that he likes; give a thorough 
description ; show its peculiarity, if it has any: describe 
what is original about it, and then tell what he claims 
for the revolver or pistol that is different from any other 
like weapon. <A written description must also be made. 

In speaking of the weapons that would be or have been 
placed before the board, Colonel Reade said that it is 
not generally known outside of military circles that there 
is a great difference between a pistol and a_ revolver. 
Colonel Reade described a revolver as being a hand gun, 
the chamber of which revolved but must be loaded by 
hand. The pistol, however, is a hand gun that is 
self-loading and of entirely different construction. While 
the board is looking for a forty-five caliber gun with the 
stopping power now found in the present thirty-eight- 
caliber gun, it is also looking for an automatic gun which 
might prove to be more deadly than the high caliber 
revolver and more rapid in fire, with corresponding ac- 
curacy and endurance. 

Complaints have been made to the War Department re- 
garding the ammunition furnished by the Ordnance De- 
partment to the board conducting the tests and, as a re- 
sult, the Chief of Ordnance of the Army has authorized 
the board to permit the use of ammunition furnished by 
the competitors, providing it fulfils the specifications as to 
muzzle velocity. It is held by the Ordnance Department 
that unless the pistols selected can use the machine made 
ammunition of Frankford Arsenal manufacture, it will 
not be satisfactory for the Service, and the use of ammu- 
nition furnished by the competitor will therefore be lim- 
ited to certain tests to be specified by the Chief of Ord- 
nance. All pistols and revolvers submitted will have to 
use ammunition which can be manufactured by machin- 
ery and in this country. 


ARTILLERY TARGET RECORDS. 

Most gratifying results are shown by the target prac- 
tice record received in the office of the Chief of Artillery 
for the six months ending Dec. 31, 1906. The records of 
all except two of the Coast Artillery companies, the 63d 
Co. and the 126th Co., have been received. Out of a to- 
tal of 101 enlisted men the 111th Co., Coast Art., quali- 
fied 101 first-class gunners, a record which has never 
been equalled in the Artillery Corps. The records of 
the other companies are as follows: 1st Co., 59 first class 
and 16 second class gunners ; 2d Co., 28 first class and 14 
second class; 3d Co., 48 and 14; 4th Co., 29 and 10: 5th 
Co., 2 master gunners, 61 first class and 3 second class:

RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 

Lieut. Col. Peter S. Bomus, 6th U.S. Cav., who is pro- 
moted colonel vice Godfrey, made brigadier general, was 
born in New York Dec. 25, 1847, and entered West Point 
July 1, 1866. Upon graduation in June, 1870, as a sec- 
ond lieutenant, he was assigned to the 1st Cavalry and 
was with that regiment close on thirty-three years until 
he attained the rank of lieutenant colonel in April, 1903, 
at which time he was assigned to the 6th Cavalry.

During this service he 
was engaged in the fight on Tonta Creek, Ariz., Dec. 11, 
1872; was on the Bannock campaign, and in.the fight on 
Silver Creek, Oregon, June 23; on Birch Creek, July 8, 
and on the North Fork of John Day River, July 20, 1878. 
He was in the field in the South Dakota campaign, No- 
vember, 1890, to February, 1891, and from Jan. 16, 1896, 
to August, 1897. while at Fort Huachuca, he was fre- 
quently in the field against renegade Apache Indians. He 
also served in Cuba and the Philippines. 

Lieut. Col. Clinton B. Sears, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., 
promoted colonel, vice T.ivermore, retired, was born in 
New York, June 2, 1844. Before he entered West Point 
as a cadet in September, 1863, he served as a private, cor- 
poral and color sergeant in the 95th Ohio Volunteers from 
Aug. 20, 1862, to Sept. 16, 1863.

During his service he has been engaged in many important 
engineering works. and performed a number of tours of 
duty at West Point as an assistant and principal pro- 
fessor in engineering, geography, history, ethics and nat- 
ural and experimental philosophy. Ameng other duties 
he has served as assistant engineer of improvements of 
Erie Harbor, Pa.. and on the defenses of San Fran- 
cisco Harber, and assistant engineer on the defenses of 
Roston Harbor. He was in charge of the preparation of 
plans and construction of the new astronomical ob- 
servatory at West Point from November, 1880, to April 
19, i882; was executive officer of the Mississippi River 
Commission, and secretary and disbursing officer of its 
construction committee. Tle was in charge of the im- 
provement of Vickshurg Harbor, and a member of the 
board on buildivg and repairing Mississippi levees; was 
in charge of the improvement of Yellowstone River, and 
of the Missouri from Fort Benton to Sioux City; in 
charge of river and harbcr improvements on Lake Su- 
perior and Portage Lake ship canals, and was a member 
of varions important boards. He is at present on duty 
in St. Louis, Mo.. in charge of improvement of the 
Mississippi River, ete.

Capt. Granville Lewis, U.S.A., retired, died at his 
home at 1530 Arch street, Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 20, 
after a year’s illness.

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5th U.S. Inf., May 11, 1866. He was promoted first lieu- 
tenant Jan. 29, 1867, and was retired on account of 
wounds in the line of duty Nov. 30, 1879. He was pro- 
moted to captain on the retired list April 23, 1904, and 
held the brevet rank of captain for gallant service in 
action against Indians on the Upper Washita River, Tex., 
Sept. 9, 1874, where he was severely- wounded. 

Mrs. Angelina Sawyer Hamilton, mother of Capt. 
George F. Hamilton, 9th U.S. Cav., died at Boston, Mass., 
Jan. 17. 

Gen. Charles M. Shelley, who was a brigadier general 
in the Confederate Army and who served four terms 
in Congress, died in Birmingham, Ala., Jan. 20, after a 
lingering illness.

\v. A. Rushworth, of Rochester, and Mrs. George Cole, 
of Monte Vista, Colo. Mr. Blackmore was a member of 
the Knights of Pythias, which organization had charge of 
the funeral. The interment was at Mt. Hope Cemetery. 

Midshipman Isaac W. Hayne, U.S.N., died on board 
i.S.S. Charleston at Magdalena Bay, Cal., Jan. 20, of 
‘cute peritonitis. He was appointed a naval cadet from 
the 4th South Carolina District on June 8, 1901, and 
during his course of instruction at the Naval Academy 
performed the practice cruise in 1901 on the US.S. In- 
diana; in 1902, on the U.S.S. Chesapeake and Indiana ;

DEATH OF SENATOR ALGER. 


Gen. Russell A. Alger, United States Senator from 
Michigan, died suddenly at his home in Washington 
Jan. 24, of an acute attack of oedema of the lungs. He 
arose at the customary hour feeling as well as usual, 
but was stricken shortly afterward and lapsed into un- 
consciousness which continued until his death at 8:45 
a.m. The following order, in recognition of his death, 
has been issued by the Secretary of War: 


“War Department, Jan. 24, 1907. The Secretary of 
War announces with deep sorrow the death of the Hon. 
Russell A. Alger, which occurred on the 24th inst., at 
his residence in this city. General Alger was Secretary 
of War during the administration of President Mc- 
Kinley, from March 5, 1897, to Aug. 1, 1899; a period 
during which the administration of the War Depart- 
ment was brought into great prominence through its 
activities in connection with the war with Spain and 
the military operations in the Philippines that succeeded 
it. General Alger was patriotic, earnest and most .de- 
voted to the interests of the Army, and especially cdn- 
siderate of the welfare of enlisted men. He was a 
gentle, kindly man with great confidence in his friends 
and associates and was much beloved by his subor- 
dinates. He was the subject of unjust criticism be- 
cause of the country’s lack of preparedness for war 
when war came, although for this he was in no wise 
responsible. His record as a soldier in the Civil War 
was long, useful and highly honorable. In August, 
1861, he entered the Volunteer army, being mustered in- 
to service as a captain.in the 2d Michigan Cavalry. He 
became successively major, lieutenant colonel and colonel 
of Michigan Volunteers, and was appointed brevet brig- 
adier general and brevet major general, U.S. Volunteers, 
June 11, 1865, for gallant and meritorious services dur- 
ing the war. He was elected Commander-in-Chief of 
the Grand Army of the Republic in 1889. In 1884 he 
was elected Governor of Michigan, declining.a renomi- 
nation in 1886. .On Sept. 27, 1902, he was appointed 
United States Senator by the Governor of Michigan to 
fill a vacancy, and took his seat Dec. 2, 1902. In Janu- 
ary, 1903, he was elected by the legislature of Michigan 
for the term which will expire March 3, 1907. As a 
mark of respect for his memory it is ordered that the 
flags at all military posts be displayed at half staff on 
the day. of his funeral. (Signed) William H. Taft, Sec- 
retary of War.”

REPORT RELATIVE TO THE MILITIA. 

Major Gen. Fred C. Ainsworth, Military - Secretary 
of the Army, has transmitted to the Secretary of War 
an elaborate repert relative to conditions among the 
wailitia of the United States during the fiscal year ended 
june 30, 1906, which contains much valuable information 
concerning the citizen soldiery of the nation. According 
, one interesting table embodied in this report, the ag- 
eregate strength of the organized militia of the various 
States, Territories and the District of Columbia on Dec. 
:!, 1905,.was as follows: Total strength, officers and en- 
jisted men, 112,890. This aggregate included forty-six 
general officers, 987 general staff officers, 2,519 regimental 
officers, 5,287 company officers, the totals including 127 
commissioned officers and 1,547 enlisted men of the 
Naval Battalion, District of Columbia. The total 
ctrength of the forces noted, as shown by inspections made 
during the spring of 1906, was 105,693 officers and men. 
On Dee. 31,1905, the male inhabitants of the country 
‘ailable for military duty, but unorganized, numbered 
13.237,491. It appears from General Ainsworth’s figures 
that since the militia Act of 1903 became operative there 
las been a decrease of over nine per cent. in, the total 
strength of the organized militia. That decrease is due, 
in part, to the disbandment or reformation of organiza- 
tious that were reported by inspecting officers to be in- 
efficient. ‘ : : 

‘The inspection reports reviewed by General Ainsworth 
show that, of the 2,169 militia organizations inspected 
during the year by officers of the Army, 1,356 were fully 
armed, uniformed, and equipped for field service at any 
season of the year; that 134 were fully armed, uniformed, 
and equipped for service during summer only; that 212 








. were deficient in articles of clothing, camp equipage, 


kitchen utensils, or ordnance and ordnance stores, and 
that 467 were not sufficiently armed, uniformed, and 
equipped for field service. There were absent from the 
inspections 303 officers and 15,386 enlisted men, or 14.84 
per cent., out of a total organized strength of 105,693. 
In the inspections of 1905, out of a total organized 
strength of 111,313 officers and enlisted men, 18.19 per 
cont, were absent, and in those of 1904, out of a strength 
of 115,266 officers and enlisted men, 21.02 per cent. were 
absent. From this it is apparent that the relative num- 
bers of members of the organized militia present at the 
inspections are increasing. From reports received from 
inspection officers it is estimated that about eighty per 
cent. of the organized militia would respond to a call for 
troops to repel invasion or suppress insurrection against 
the authority of the United States. This percentage is 
greater than that estimated from the reports of the in- 
spection-made duriig the year 1905,:from which it was 
estimated that about seventy-five per cent. of the organ- 
ived militia would respond to a call for troops. 

“The reports and returns received,” says General Ains- 
worth in closing, “show ,a disposition on the part of the 
State authorities to continue their efforts to bring their 
inilitia to a state of discipline and efficiency that shall 
conform as nearly as practicable to that of the Regular 
Army. It also appears from those reports that the inter- 
est of the younger men in militia affairs has continued, 
and that the morale of the militia organization is im- 
proving.

“Famine, pestilence and earthquakes in diverse places” 
seems to be the record of the past year. The latest re- 
port is that the island of Puda Babi or Sumalu, north- 
west of Sumatra, has been ingulfed by a tidal wave, with 
a loss of 1,500 lives. . Voleanoes all over the world appear 
to be awakening into activity. Since the island of Kra- 
katoa was torn asunder in August, 1888, we have had the 
earthquake at Charleston, S.C.; 27,485 earthquakes in 
Japan, according to the official record, including the shock 
of Mino-Owari, which destroyed thousands of lives, and 
the tremendous Tokio earthquake of 1896. In 1902 the 
istand of Tori-Shima, in Japanese waters, foundered with 
uearly all of its inhabitants and the same witnessed the 
death of between fifty and sixty thousand persons by vol- 
canie eruptions and earthquakes scattered over the world. 
Last year Formosa was nearly destroyed by an earth- 
quake. Stromboli and Vesuvius in Italy rekindled their 
fires, San Francisco, Valparaiso and Arica were partially 
destroyed by earthquakes, and there were minor disturb- 
ances in EKeuador, Colombia and the island of St. Lucia. 
And now, with the beginning of the year 1907, the seismo- 
voleanie registry records the eruptions of Mauna Loa and 
Etna, the continuing vast flows of lava from the Savai 
volcano in the Samoan Islands, and the appalling disas- 
ter which has converted the capital of the island of Ja- 
inaica into a mass of débris. Angelo Heilprin, who re- 
calls these catastrophies, in a letter to the Evening Post, 
says: “In all these events we see the earth in the mak- 
iig—a process now, as ever, destructive. Within this 
quarter-century the population of the globe has been di- 
ininished by not less than 125,000 or 150,000 as the result 
of terrestrial catastrophism. Vossibly the figures should 
he even larger, for the records are incomplete.” 





The proceedings and findings of the court-martial which 
net in the Philippine Islands by order of the President 
and tried Capt. Lewis M. Koehler, 4th Cav., on charges 
involving insubordination, were received by the War De- 
partment this week. As the court which tried Captain 
Koehler was appointed by the President, the fact that the 
bapers in the case were sent to Washington has no par- 
ticular significance, as the regulations make it mandatory 
‘hat when courts are appointed by the President their 


proceedings must be reviewed by him. No authentic in- 
formation as to the finding of the court could be officially 
ascertained this week, but it was intimated on good au- 
thority that Captain Koehler was found at least partially 
guilty by the court and sentenced to a reduction in num- 
bers. There is no reason to believe that the sentence was 
more severe than this. The case will be reviewed by 
Judge Advocate General Davis and then sent to the Presi- 
dent for his final action.

I. Paragraphs 505 and 641, Army Regulations, are amend- 
ed to read as follows: 

505. Vouchers covering bills for advertising in newspapers 
must, prior to payment, be submitted to the Secretary of 
War, except in the Philippines Division, where they will be 
submitted to the division commander, for his approval before 
payment. They will be prepared, in duplicate, upon prescribed 
forms, and each will have attached a copy of the advertise- 
ment cut from the newspaper. No voucher will contain the 
account of more than one newspaper, nor for more than 
one advertisement. The date of first and subsequent inser- 
tions; number of lines, squares, or folios; number of inser- 
tions charged and ordered, and the amount charged will be 
entered in the proper columns. The column headed ‘‘Amount 
Allowed’’ will be left blank. The third fold of the voucher 
will be filled in with an extract copy of the authority from the 
Secretary of War to advertise, stating its number. The let- 
ter addressed to the publisher of the newspaper directing the 
publication of the advertisement must accompany the voucher;

campaign badges of the patterns in the office of the Quarter- 
master General: 

a. Civil War campaign badge: To be issued to officérs and 
enlisted men who served in the Regular or Volunteer Army 
or in the militia in the service of the United States, during 
the Civil War between April 15, 1861, and April 9, 1865. 

b. Indian campaign badge: To be issued to officers and 
enlisted men who served in the following campaigns against 
hostile Indians:

Campaign against the Cheyennes, Arapahoes, Kiowas. and 
Comanches, in Kansas, Colorado and the - Indian Territory, 
1867, 1868 and 1869.

Campaign against the Apaches of Arizona in 1873. 

Campaign against the Kiowas, Comanches and Cheyennes, in 
Kansas, Colorado, Texas, -Indian Territory and New Mexico, 
1874 and 1875. 

Campaign against the Northern Cheyennes and Sioux, 1876 
and 1877. 

Nez Percé war, 1877.

CHANGES IN REGULATIONS. , 
G.O. 138, JAN. 22, 1907, WAR DEPARTMENT. 

Paragraphs 1101, 1549, and 1550, Army ‘Regulations,: are 
amended to read as follows: : x 

1101. In the field, at posts, or in active service, horses held 
in the Quartermaster’s Department unassigned may be sold 
to mounted officers on authority from the Secretary of War. 
The price to be paid for a horse purchased by an officer will 
be its cost to the Government. Purchase and payment will 
be completed within thirty days from the date of receipt of 
the authority for the sale, and the purehase money at once de- 
posited to the credit of the current. appropriation. . Horses 
thus sold will not be exchanged or returned. , 

When a mounted officer of the line is ordered to duty _be- 
yond the seas or to make a change of station in the United 
States, in which the cost of transportation for the private 
horses which he is required to keep exceeds $100 for each 
horse, including the cost of attendant, if any, the Quarter- 
master’s Department may, upon the request’ of such officer, 
purchase such private horse or horses.as he may not desiré to 
take with him upon the following conditions: An officer de- 
siring to dispose of his horse will request the necessary 
authority from the department commander, who will convene 
a board to be composed of not less than three commissioned 
officers. to examine the animal with a view to determining its 
fitness for service or for sale to an officer, and if, it be found 
serviceable. to appraise its value; the price found by the 
board shall not exceed the average contract price for ‘cavalry 
horses during the fiseal year preceding the appraisal. »- 
the value so ascertained there will be dedacted, in order: to 
determine the amount to be paid, one-seventh of such average 
contract price for each year, or major fraction of... year, 
whith may have elapsed since the date of purchase _, of 
horse by ey Eg me 7 preceneings - Fw board, wi = 
approved by thé department commander, 
the applicant and will authorize the payment of the appraised 
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price upon the delivery of the animal to an officer of the Quar- 
termaster’s Department, who will be designated by the de- 
partment commander to receive it. The purchase of a horse 
made under. the authority conferred herein will be reported to 
the Quartermaster General by the Chief Quartermaster of the 
department in which the purchase is made. : . : 

An officer desiring to dispose of his horse will file with his 
letter of application his certificate showing the date that the 
animal was purchased by him. 

1549. The Service arms, ammunition, accoutrements, and 
horse equipments required by an officer or contract surgeon 
for his own use in the public service may be sold to him by the 
Ordnance Department at the regulation price and the money 
received passed to the credit of the proper appropriation. 
Ordnance supplies thus sold to officers or contract surgeons 
will not be disposed of to persons not in the military service. 
Necessary repairs to the Service arms and equipments of an 
officer or contract surgeon will be made by the Ordnance De- 
partment at the cost of these repairs. Officers or contract 
surgeons making purchases, or having repairs done, will fur- 
nish certificates of the fact that these sales or repairs are for 
their own use in the public service. . 

1550. When the arms or equipments authorized to be pur- 
chased in the preceding paragraph cannot be obtained from 
an ordnance officer, officers may take from those for which they 
are accountable such articles as they require for their personal 
use or may furnish them to officers or contract surgeons of their 
commands for like purpose. In such cases the accountable 
officer will deposit the proceeds of the sales as required by 
Paragraph 618 and make the report required by Paragraph 613. 
At the end of each month an abstract of such sales on Form 
No. 272 will be prepared in duplicate and forwarded to the 
Chief of Ordnance.

I. Hereafter an officer who has been detached from his proper 
corps or arm of the Service for a period approximating four 
years, included in the preceding period of six years, will be 
deemed ineligible for further detail on detached duty which 
would normally prolong his. absence from his proper corps or 
arm beyond the period contemplated by Par. 40 of the Regula- 
tions, and no captain of the line of the Army will be detached 
from duty with his proper arm, except for such duty as legally 
pertains to the grade of captain, without the specific approval 
of the Secretary of War. 

II. In cases where a department commander certifies that 
such action is necessary to prevent the freezing of pipes, 300 
pounds of anthracite coal, or its equivalent in other fuel, may be 
issued monthly for each set of public quarters at military posts 
occupied by the family of an enlisted man absent on duty. The 
issue herein authorized will cease on March 31, 1907.

‘‘Cuban courts will not exercise criminal jurisdiction over 
members of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps serving in Cuba 
for offenses committed by them against the Cuban laws. 

‘*Offenses of the class mentioned in Article I., when not 
triable, under the Articles of War of the Army or Navy by 
court-martial, as offenses prejudicial to the good order and 
discipline of said services, shall be brought to trial before pro- 
visional courts to be convened, from time to time as occasion 
may require, by the Provisional Governor. The provisional 
courts will be composed by appointment of the Provisional 
Governor of commissioned officers of the several branches of 
the service named. When duly authorized by the Secretary of 
War or the Secretary of the Navy, as the case may be. Their 
procedure will be prescribed in the order creating them. 

‘*Provisional courts, in imposing sentences in the class of 
eases covered in Article II. of this Decree will be governed 
by the penal code of Cuba.’’

PASSAGE OF THE ARTILLERY BILL. 


With the approval by the President—which may be 
taken as a matter of course—of the Artillery reorganiza 
tion bill, which passed the Senate on January 18 and the 
House on January 21, one of the three great arms of 
our military organization will enter upon a period of 
larger importance and higher efficiency. Without in- 
creasing the size of the Army and at a yearly cost esti- 
mated at less than four cents per capita of our population, 
the enactment of this law affords the basis and the means 
of a reorganization of the Artillery arm along lines that 
will vastly enhance its usefulness and. adapt it to modern 
military conditions and military needs. The salient fea- 
tures of this-act, as already explained in these columns, 
are: First, it separates the Coast Artillery from the 
Field Artillery, increasing the latter by about 1,000 men 
and giving it a regimental organization. Second, it in- 
creases the Coast Artillery by about 5,000 men, making 
a total Artillery force, of both classes, of about 24,300 en- 
listed men. Third, it increases the pay of those enlisted 
men, mostly non-commissioned officers, who have become 
skillful in the use of electrical apparatus and the hand 
ling of guns, thus enabling the Government to retain in 
the Service a large number of desirable men who, under 
former conditions, generally left the Army at the end of 
their first or second enlistment to accept employment ai 
higher pay in civilian vocations for which they were 
qualified by the technical training gained in the Army. 
The importance of the contemplated reorganization and 
increase is sufficiently indicated by the statement of Mr. 
Hull, the able Chairman of the House Committee on 
Military Affairs, that it will at least double the efficiency 
of the Artillery service. 

This sweeping reform in the Artillery arm has come 
tardily. We are following, not leading, other great 
powers in adapting ourselves to the requirements of 
modern warfare. In fact the record of ‘the Artillery in the 
United States is a long stozy of incongruities’ and incon- 
sistencies. During: a considerable: period following the 
disbanding of the. armies of the Revolution the whole 
of the small force retained in service, Artillery as well 
as Infantry, were armed in the same manner and per- 
formed substantially the same duties. As a writer in the 
Journal of the United States Artillery points out, only 
one company of the light Artillery regiment, organized 
in 1808, had been mounted prior to 1812, the other com- 
panies being Infantry. In the early years of the last 
century the Artillery formed one corps with the Engi- 
neers, but during the War of 1812 the Artillery, accord- 
ing to the authority quoted above, served almost entirely 
as Infantry, while in the Mexican war three-fourths of 
it served as such. To the four regiments of Artillery 
formed in 1821 another was added in 1861, and fifty- 
six of the sixty batteries then existing were mounted. 
From the close of the Civil War up to 1882 all batteries 
save one in each regiment were dismounted, one additional 
battery having been created in the year mentioned. ‘“.\1l 
the other so-called batteries of the so-called regimeiits 
were really Infantry,’’ and were commonly known in tlie 
Service as “red-legged Infantry.’”’ This strangely-mixed 
organization continued until the approach of the Spanish 
War, when two additional regiments were formed, aud 
after that war all regiments were increased by two bat- 
teries each. In 1898 there were seven regiments of four- 
teen batteries, each regiment being a strange composite 
ef coast gun batteries, mortar batteries, siege batteries, 
mountain batteries and field batteries. This grotesque 
arrangement lasted until Congress in 1901 passed the 
bill uniting the Coast and the Field Artillery in a single 
corps, an arrangement which, in spite of its demonstrated 
faults, was far superior to that which it displaced. 

It will be seen that for nearly a century we had made 
little or no real progress in the proper development of 
Artillery organization. As a matter of fact the Act of 
1901, consolidating the two Artillery branches in a single 
corps, virtually follows the project recommended to Wash- 
ington by Major General Knox in the closing years of 
the eighteenth century. The system established by tlie 
Act of 1901 was, we repeat, a vast improvement upon tlie 
one that preceded, but it was only a step in the direction 
indicated by military science and experience. The next 
step—and even it may not prove to be the final one—'s 
clearly defined in the act now in the hands of the Pres!- 
dent. This measure distinctly recognizes the fundamental 
difference between the Coast and the Field Artillery ‘0 
structure and function, and it provides for the highest 
development of each branch in an independent sphere 
of its own. Coast defense has become one of our most 
vital military needs, and this need has arisen simul- 
taneously with the advance from smooth bore muzztc 
loading guns to breech loading rifled cannon of larse 
caliber and great range. The installation of these costly 
modern guns along our coasts has already involved au 
expenditure of more than $100,000,000, and when the 
projected defenses. are completed ‘they will represent ® 
gross outlay of nearly, if not quite, $200,000,000. The 
guns of the Sea Coast Artillery are guns of position and 
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are entirely distinct from the Field Artillery, which is part 
of the mobile army. Moreover, it became clear long ago 
that the successful use of these coast guns required 
a force of trained specialists, experts in mechanics and 
electricity, whose duties were radically different from 
those of the Field Artillery. The training required both 
for officers and men of the Coast Artillery is so unlike 
that required for the Field Artillery that an individual 
highly proficient in one branch may be almost useless in 
the other. It is to provide for more thorough special 
training in each branch without interference with or 
confusion from the other that the new law is particularly 
designed, and if the act had done no more than arrange 
for their complete separation it would have been a long 
stride toward better conditions. 

Nor is the bearing of the new law upon the Field 
Artillery less commendable than its relation to the Coast 
Artillery. The Field Artillery is meant to seek the 
enemy. It needs symmetry, uniformity and thoroughness 
in organization and equipment. The training it receives 
in one part of the world fits it for service in any other 
part. Its training is, broadly speaking, general, while 
ihat of the Coast Artillery is local, that is to say, such as 
vill adapt it to a given kind of work in a particular 
district with particular weapons. And inasmuch as field 
artillery fire, to be effective, must be concentrated and 
directed by a Single mind, it is necessary that the Field 
Artillery shall be organized into definite, permanent units 

hence the need and reason for the regimental forma- 
tion. In the Field Artillery the regimental organization 
incans a specific, actual agency of control, whereas in 
coust defense, under the dual organization, it was only 
a fiction, signifiying nothing. 

lo almost the same degree that our military operations 
since the outbreak of the Spanish War have been In- 
fantry operations, the war between Russia and Japan was 
an artillery war. It is therefore from the operations of 
the artillery at Port Arthur and in Manchuria that we 
shall derive the lessons most applicable to our problems of 
military development. Happily our Infantry and Cavalry 
have little to learn from either of the contending armies 
in the late war. Nor have our Artillery much either, 
for that matter, but the experiences of the opposing 
artillery in that stupendous struggle have served to deepen 
the conviction, in the minds of our Artillery experts, 
that the Artillery arm of our Service, if it is to discharge 
the high responsibilities which war would impose upon it, 
must be modernized, broadened and provided with the 
organization and training which present-day conditions 
stipulate as the price of success. There is reason there- 
fore to rejoice that Congress has been patriotic enough 
and broad-minded enough to provide in generous measure 
for that urgent need of our military system. 





FIFTH AMENDMENT AND THE SERVICES. 

The debate in the Senate upon the resolution of in- 
quiry into the Brownsville affray has developed some in- 
teresting statements as to the legal status of the soldier. 

One Senator, replying to another, says: “The Senator 
states that the Fifth Amendment to the Constitution 
does not apply with its guarantee of due process when 
life, liberty and property are put in jeopardy to an ep- 
listed man; that it is not intended for the Army, because 
ihe Army is expressly excepted. That is true. Nobody 
ever did contend that in and of itself that constitutional 
provision had application for the benefit of the excepted 
classes,” 

There seems to be some confusion in the mind of the 
Senator in respect to the particular provision of the 
amendment to the Constitution to which the exception 
discussed is applicable. A reference to the first part of 
the Fifth Amendment shows that cases arising in the land 
and naval forces are expressly excepted from the pro- 
Vision in that amendment that “no person shall be held 
‘o answer for a capital or otherwise infamous crime un- 
less on a presentment or indictment of a grand jury.” 
Following the proper rule of construction this exception 
is to bé read into the provision of the amendments re- 
lating to trials by jury, because of the power granted 
Congress in another part of the Constitution to make 
rules for the government of the Army and Navy, which 
includes the power to provide for trial and punishment 
by military courts without a jury. But a study of the 
opinions of the Supreme Court of the United States must 
lead to the conclusion that the exception contained in 
the first part of the Fifth Amendment does not apply 
‘o such parts of that amendment and the other amend- 
ents as are not in conflict with the constitutional power 
of Congress just quoted. 

; So far as we can gather, the Fifth Amendment has been 
divectly in issue before the Supreme Court of the United 
States in two cases relating to military trials. - First, in 
the Milligan case, which involved the trial of a civilian 
by military commission. In this case the court pro- 
Hounced the proceedings illegal on the ground that the 
‘xception in the Fifth Amendment applies to persons in 
the military service and not to civilians. The minority 
of the court, however, by Chief Justice Chase, held that 
the power of Congress in the government of the land and 
naval forces, etc., was not at all affected by the Fifth 
or any other amendment; and that the exception. con- 
tained in the Fifth Amendment, as originally proposed 
by the States, applied to such cases as may arise in the 
government and regulation of the land and naval forces 
and should be given the wider force and effect its Jan- 
guage implied. : 

Second, in the case of Carter vs. McClaughry, it was 
shown that Carter, while captain of Engineers, had been 


tried for various offenses and was sentenced to dismissal, 
fine, imprisonment, etc. He claimed that by his sentence 
he had been twice punished for the same offense and that 
therefore his punishment was in violation of that portion 
of the Fifth Amendment which declares that “no person 
shall be subject for the same offense to be twice put in 
jeopardy of life and limb.” This was the principal point 
upon which Carter succeeded in bringing his case directly 
before the Supreme Court of the United States in the 
form of an appeal from the decision of the Circuit Court 
for the District of Kansas dismissing the writ of habeas 
corpus procured in his behalf, his case having been pre- 
viously twice considered by the Supreme Court on other 
grounds. The non-applicability of the Fifth Amendment 
to a court-martial proceedings was strongly urged by 
the Government, the case being solely governed by the 
Articles of War, but the Supreme Court nevertheless 
held the question involved the construction or applica- 
tion of the Constitution and was properly before it. 

While reserving decision upon the points made by the 
Government, the court proceeded critically to examine 
whether there was any foundation in the claim that 
Carter, by his sentence, had been twice punished for the 
same offense, and found the sentence to be legal. The 
action, procedure and utterances of the Supreme Court 
leave no doubt that, had the amendment in question been 
violated by the sentence imposed, it would have promptly 
decreed the discharge of the appellant from confinement 
in the penitentiary. 

As the result of the conclusions in this case we may 
safely assert that the persons in the land and naval forces 
are entitled to the guarantees contained in the amend- 
ments to the Constitution from which they are not 
specifically excepted and which are not in conflict with 
the power of Congress to make rules for the government 
of the Army and Navy, etc., and that consequently a mili- 
tary person—commissioned or enlisted—cannot be de- 
prived of life, liberty or property without that due 
process of law prescribed by Congress under the law of 
the land for the government of that distinct and separate 
community the citizen enters when he becomes a soldier. 








ARMY PAY BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 

Some uncertainty prevails in military circles as to 
which of the two bills to increase Army pay now pending 
in Congress is the more desirable. One of these bills, 
S. 7330, duplicated in H.R. 21400, known as the Dick- 
Capron bill, and published in the ArRMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL of Dec. 15, proposes a horizontal increase of 
twenty per cent. in the pay of all hands, from general 
of the Army down to the lowest private. The other 
measure, H.R. 23109, introduced by Mr. Calderhead, and 
published in these columns on Jan. 5, provides specific 
increases for the various ranks and grades. The Calder- 
head bill, for example, increases the pay of colonel and 
lieutenant colonel twenty per cent., but removes the limit 
of fogies, and makes an unconditional increase of the 
same amount in the pay of majors and captains, mounted 
and not mounted, whereas the pay of first lieutenant, 
mounted, is increased only twelve and one-half per cent. ; 
first lieutenant, not mounted, thirteen and one-third per 
cent.; the same for second lieutenant, mounted, and a 
trifle more than fourteen per cent. for second lieutenant, 
not mounted. This bill would grant an increase of thirty- 
three and one-third per cent. in the pay of sergeant of 
Artillery, Cavalry and Infantry, and quartermaster ser- 
geant in any of the three arms as well as in the pay of 
corporal, but only twenty per cent. in the pay of first 
sergeant, only sixteen and two-thirds per cent. in bat- 
talion sergeant of Engineers and quartermaster sergeant 
of Engineers, and only eleven and three-tenths per cent. 
in the pay of sergeant major, quartermaster sergeant, 
commissary sergeant, Cavalry and Infantry and junior. 
sergeant major of Artillery, color sergeant of Cavalry and 
Infantry, battalion sergeant major of Infantry and squad- 
ron sergeant major of Cavalry. This bill, we under- 
stand, is favored by various officers in preference to the 
Dick-Capron bill, but its critics contend that it dis- 
criminates against the lieutenants, and that a horizontal 
increase in all grades would be far more equitable. The 
vexed question of mounted pay versus unmounted pay is 
also involved in this controversy and, speaking of the sub- 
ject, a correspondent says: “I would like to have it ex- 
plained by some one entitled to speak authoritatively upon 
the subject why a mounted captain should receive $200 
per annum more than an unmounted captain? If $100 
covers the extra expense for a lieutenant in a mounted 
service, why not for a captain? Or, if a mounted 
captain is worth $400 per annum more than his first 
lieutenant, why is not an unmounted captain worth $400 
more than his first lieutenant, making his pay $1,900 
per annum instead of $1,800, as at present? If the 
extra $100 now given the mounted captain is simply a 
bonus, as it appears, it is clearly an unjust discrimination 
against the unmounted captain. Moreover, if the pro- 
posed twenty per cent..increase on the present basis of 
pay should become a fact—and we hope it may—the in- 
justice to the unmounted captain is only the more ob- 
vious.” 


THE NAVY BILL. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs held its last 
meeting on Jan. 24 on the forthcoming bill making ap- 
propriations for the naval service for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1908. The bill, as it will be reported, will 
carry an appropriation of a little over $96,000,000. It 
provides for an additional battleship of the type agreed 
upon in the Naval Appropriation bill,of last year; in 





other words, the House Committee recommends that 
Congress authorize the construction of two battleships 
of not less than 20,000 tons displacement, one of which 
was appropriated for by the last Naval Appropriation 
bill, and one to be appropriated for by the bill of this 
year. The bill will also provide for the construction of 
two torpedoboat destroyers, each of which is to cost not 
more than $850,000, and the appropriation made a year 
ago of $1,000,000 for submarine boats to be constructed 
after competitive tests is increased to $3,000,000. The 
competitive test of submarines, which was to have oc- 
curred next March, is postponed until May 29. 

The bill provides that the enlisted strength of the 
Navy shall be increased by 1,500 men, and the enlisted 
strength of the Marine Corps by 800 men. The Navy 
Department had recommended an increase of 3,000 for 
the Navy, but the House Committee decided that 1,5 
was sufficient in view of the existing shortage in the 
maximum strength already allowed. The commissioned 
personnel of the Marine Corps is increased by the bill by 
one assistant adjutant and inspector with the rank of 
major; by one assistant quartermaster with the rank of 
major; by one assistant paymaster with the rank of 
major; two assistant quartermasters with the rank of 
captain; two assistant paymasters with the rank of 
captain, and three majors, ten captains and fifteen first 
lieutenants of the line of the Marine Corps. 

The committee inserted in the appropriation - bill the 
following proviso: ‘That the provision of the act mak- 
ing appropriation for the naval service, approved June 
29, 1906, which provides for the promotion of certain 
officers on the retired list, be amended by adding thereto 
the following: Provided, That officers of the Navy above 
the grade of captain, who served with credit in the 
Regular or Volunteer forces during the Civil War, prior 
to June 138, 1865, otherwise than as cadets, and were re- 
tired prior to June 13, 1899, on account of wounds or 
disability incident to the Service, or on account of age, 
or after fifty years’ service, shall receive the same pay 
and allowances, from June 29, 1906, as are or may be 
provided by or in pursuance of law for the retired offi- 
cers of corresponding rank in the Army.” 

The House Committee also incorporated in the ap- 
propriation bill the bill providing for the organization 
in the Navy of a dental corps, a bill providing for a 
hospital corps, both of which are now pending before 
Congress, and a bill authorizing the Secretary of the 
Navy to appoint a commission of five persons, not more 
than two of whom shall be officers of the Navy, to in- 
vestigate and report upon all matters of construction, 
management and administration relating to navy yards 
and naval stations, with a view to economizing the same. 
The bill also provides that the commandant of the 
Marine Corps shall have the rank, title, pay and allow- 
ances of a major general in the Army.

President Roosevelt on January 22 sent to Congress 
a message calling attention to the “great desirability 
of enactment of legislation to help American shipping 
and American trade by encouraging the building and run- 
ning of lines of large and swift steamers to South Amer- 
ica and the Orient.’’ The President says that the proposed 
law which has been discussed in Congress is in no sense 
experimental. It is based on the best and most success- 
ful precedents, as, for instance, on the recent Cunard 
contract with the British government. The President dis- 
cusses the bill now before the committee, and says that 
“it would surely be discreditable for us to surrender to 
cur commercial rivals the great commerce of the Orient, 
the great commerce we should have with South America, 
and even our own communication with Hawaii and the 
Philippines. * * * The bill will encourage our ship- 
yards, which are almost as necessary to the national de- 
fense as battleships, and the efficiency of which depends 
in large measure upon their steady employment in large 
construction. ‘The proposed bill is of importance to our 
Navy because it gives a considerable fleet of auxiliary 
steamships, such as is pow almost wholly lacking and also 
provides for an effective naval reserve.”

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs expects to 
commence work on the Brownsville affair Feb, 4 and are 
reported to be acting harmoniously together. Subpoenas 
will be issued at once for commissioned and non-commis- 
sioned officers of the discharged negro battalion, and pos- 
sibly for some of the enlisted men. In view of the fact 
that the court-martial of some of the men involved will 
be held in Texas on the same date, the committee may 
find it necessary to examine a part of these men prior to 
Feb. 4, in which event an informal hearing will be held 
for this purpose. It was determined that no counsel 
should be permitted to attend the hearings representing 
any of the parties interested: In order to expedite the 
taking of tstimony, however, it was agreed that some 
member of the committee, probably Senator Foraker, 
should conduct the case, in so far as it is a trial on. behalf 
of the enlisted men.

The Ordnance Department of the Army has manu- 
factured from a design submitted by Capt. C. B. Humph- 
rey, 22d Inf., ten thousand adapters to use with the rur- 
set leather belt when supporting the bayonet scabbard.

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THE FIFTY-NINTH CONGRESS. 


The Senate and House have passed S.R. 80, authoriz- 
ing the Secretary of War to furnish two 3-inch wrought- 
iron muzzle-loading cannon, and accessories, to the State 
of South Dakota. The House on Jan. 19 passed S. 4423, 
authorizing the Secretary of War to deliver two obsolete 
cannon, and accessories, to the University of Idaho, at 
Moscow, Idaho, with an amendment in which the Senate 
has concurred; also H.J. 195, to deliver two bronze can- 
non, now at Rock Island Arsenal, to the town of Preston, 
Jackson County, Iowa. 

The Senate has received a supplemented estimate of 
$3,800 for fire contro] at fortifications. 

The injunction of secrecy was remoyed by the Senate 
on Jan. 18 from the proceedings and testimony, Fifty- 
eighth Congress, second session, connected with the con- 
firmation of Brig. Gen. Leonard Wood to be a major 
general, 

The House on Jan. 19 passed H.R. 22291, authorizing 
the President to appoint, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, Harry McL. P. Huse, new a professor 
of mathematics in the U.S. Navy with the rank of com- 
mander, a commander on the active list of the Navy, to 
take rank next after William L. Rodgers; provided,, that 
he shall establish to the satisfaction of the Secretary of 
the Navy by examination his fitness to perform the duties 
of that grade; and that he shall be carried as an addi- 
tional number, and shall not be entitled to back pay. Ex- 
plaining the bill, Mr. Butler, of Pennsylvania, said: 
“Commander Huse was the executive officer on the U.S.S. 
Gloucester, well fixed in history, a man of unusual cour- 
age and possessing great skill. After the termination of 
the Spanish-American War it was requested by the Navy 
Department that Commander Huse might be assigned to 
the Naval Academy to instruct the cadets on some special 
part of the curriculum. Not being in very good health, 
he acquiesced and submitted to the assignment. He is 
now through with his work at the Academy, his health 
has been completely restored, and the Department joins 
with him in asking that he may be returned to the line of 
the Navy. As Professor Huse now holds an extra number 
he will not by his return to the line of the Navy interfere 
with the promotion of anyone therein. He was advanced 
for courage and given an extra number by Congress, and 
therefore will not interfere with the promotion of any 
man in the list.” 

The House has passed H.R. 24048, authorizing the Sec- 
retary of War to grant a right of way through the Fort 
Wright, Wash., Military Reservation to the Spokane and 
Island Empire Railroad Company. A corresponding bili, 
S. 7762, has been reported without amendment. 

The House has passed R.R. 17875, waiving the age 
limit for admission to the Pay Corps of the Navy in the 
case of W. W. Peirce. 

The House has passed S. 2262, to pay to E. B. Rogers, 
pay director, U.S. Navy, the sum of $1,000, to be pay- 
raent in full for all losses of personal property incurred 
by reason of the destruction by fire of the Windsor House, 
at Yokohama, Japan, on Feb. 8, 1886. 

The House has passed S. 1933, to credit George T. Pet- 
tengill, lieutenant, U.S. Navy, with the sum of $748, 
amount of Government funds he intrusted to George 
Head, a mail orderly on the U.S.S. Newark, while that 
vessel was at Kure, Japan, Aug. 7, 1900, for the purpose 
of sending an official telegram for Admiral Kempff, U.S. 
N., senior squadron commander, Asiatic Squadron, with 
which money the orderly absconded. Also H.R. 13605, to 
satisfy certain claims against the Government arising un- 
der the Navy Department, including the following: To 
reimburse P.A. Paymr. Henry de F. Mel the amount paid 
by him for an ash lighter Jost while in the service of the 
Government and checked against his accounts, $30; to re- 
imburse Paymr. Dexter Tiffany, jr., the amount paid for 
injuries to a pilot boat by the tug Rapido in a collision 
with the steamer Union, $46.40; and to allow in the ac- 
counts of Pay Dir. Eustace B. Rogers, while fleet pay-

The House has passed. H.R. 11676, appropriating a 
total of $1,269, made up of small items to pay eighty-two 
employees at the Government Arsenal at Rock Island for

ACADEMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The House on Tuesday passed the bill, H.R. 24537, 
“making appropriations for the support of the Military 
Academy for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1908, and 
for other purposes.” The appropriations in brief are as 
follows: 


Permanent establishment, $287,500; extra pay for pay 
of officers of the Army on detached service, $25,400; pay 
of Military Academy .Band, field musicians, general Army 
service, Cavalry detachment, Artillery detachments, en- 
listed men on detached service, and extra pay of enlisted 
men on special duty at the Military Academy, $130,035; 
pay of civilians, $62,340; current and ordinary expenses, 
$116,248; miscellaneous items and incidental expenses, 
$48,935; buildings and grounds, $1,236,025. Total, 
$1,915,483. 

For continuing the restoration of Fort Putnam $5,000 
ix.appropriated; for a double set of frame quarters for 
civilian employees, $6,000, and for continuing the -work 
on the new buildings. $1,200,000. The last item covers 
all of the appropriation for building and grounds except 
$36,025. The bill contains the following new proviso:

1907, may be admitted on the first day of March, in place 
of the first day of June.” 

In explaining the proviso, Mr. Hull said: “If cadets 
ean enter on the Ist of March they will get the benefit of 
three months’ extra tuition, and the evidence was that 
this would be in the nature of a preparatory school for 
those who have not had the advantages of the best educa- 
tion, and that they would have more benefit from their 
summer studies in camp than if they went there on the 
30th of May, entered on the 1st of June, and immediately 
went into camp without the preparatory three months’ 
study.:.The instructors all believe that with this ad- 
ditional three months there will be a considerable de- 
crease in the number of those unable to keep up with their 
classes. A great many go there who are barely able to 
enter. They are boys who have not had the advantages 
of the best schools. They are ambitious and anxious. 
They strain a point to get in and then fall down at 
the end of the first six maqnths. It is believed this will 
make it so that they will—a much larger proportion of 
them—be able to continue through their course.”

ARTILLERY PROMOTION. 

‘The passage by both houses of Congress of the bill “to 
reorganize and to increase the efficiency of the Artillery 
of the United States Army,” while unexpectedly sudden, 
was intensely gratifying to the officials of the War De- 
partment and particularly so to President Roosevelt and 
Secretary of War Taft. We stated in our issue of Jan. 
19 that the bill had been passed by the Senate and on 
Jan. 21 the Senate bill was passed by: the House without 





amendment. The measvre received the sanction of the 
President on Jan, 24. We publish elsewhere the law as it 
stands, 


Needless to say the new Artillery act will make sweep- 
ing changes in the organization of the old Corps. A large 
number of promotions will be made among the officers 
and, in fact, when these promotions are made there will 
he no second lieutenants left in the Artillery. It is the 
intention of the War Department to make the promo- 
tions in the Corps before any attempt is made to divide 
the officers between the Coast and Field Artillery. The 
Secretary of War has not yet approved any detail plan 
for the method of assigning officers to Coast and Field 
Artillery. Jan. 24 the Military Secretary mailed to 
every officer in the Artillery a letter quoting Section 9 
of the Artillery act and requesting each officer to express 
through military channels his preferences as to assign- 
ment as between the Coast and the Field Artillery. 

l’robably the matter which is most concerning officers 
of the Artillery at the present time is the method to be 
followed in giving them their examinations for the promo- 
tions to which they are entitled under the new act. While 
no definite plan has yet been settled upon, it is under- 
stood that it will not be possible to give all of the officers 
their examinations at Fort Monroe. It is probable that a 
board will be convened at Fort Monroe to examine all 
officers stationed there and at posts in the South. A 
hoard will he called at New York to examine officers sta- 
tioned north of Fort Monroe. <A board will be called at 
San Francisco to examine all Coast Artillery officers sta- 
tioned on the Pacific coast and it is probable, also, that it 
will be necessary to convene examining boards in Manila 
and in Cuba. Field Artillery officers will be given their 
examinations for promotion at Fort Riley and by a board 
to he convened at some post in the central western section 
of the country. This, however, it must be remembered, 
is yet tentative. 

After all the second lieutenants of Artillery have been 
promoted to be first lieutenants there will still exist in 
the grade of first lieutenant forty-two vacancies. If the 
recent examinations of enlisted men and civilian candi- 
dates for commissions as second lieutenant held at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kans., show that twenty-three were quali- 
fied fer appointment in the Artillery Corps this number 
will immediately: be examined for promotion to the grade 
of first lieutenant. In fact, any of the candidates at ‘he 
Leavenworth examination for the Artillery Corps who 
gualified will receive their promotion to the grade of first 
lieutenant without loss of time. : 

Under the provisions of the act seven lieutenant co!0- 
nels of Artillery, including M. Crawford, G. N. Whistler, 
A. S. Cummins, A. B. Dyer, L. H. Walker, H. M. 42- 
drews and C. D. Parkhurst, will be promoted to be colo- 
nel.

INQUIRY INTO THE BROWNSVILLE AFFAIR. 

‘The Senate on Tuesday, Jan. 22, without division, pass- 
ed the resolution ordering an inquiry into the Browns- 
ville affair of Aug. 13-14, 1906, in the following form: 


Resolved, That, without questioning the legality or justice 
of any aet of the President in relation thereto, the Committee 





. on Military Affairs is hereby authorized and directed, by sub- 


committee or otherwise, to take and have printed testimony 
for the purpose of ascertaining all the facts with reference to 
or connected with the affray at Brownsville, Texas, on the 
night of Aug. 13-14, 1906. Said committee is authorized to 
send for persons and papers, to administer oaths, to sit during 
sessions of recess of the Senate, and, if deemed advisable, 
at Brownsville or elsewhere, the expenses of the investigation 
to be paid from the contingent fund of the Senate. 

The original resolution of Mr. Foraker, as he finally 
shaped it after various suggestions by his colleagues, 
read as follows: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Military Affairs is hereby 
authorized and directed, by sub-committee or otherwise, to 
take and have printed testimony for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing all the facts with reference to or connected with the affray 
at Brownsville, Texas, on the night of Aug. 13-14, 1906. Said 
committee is authorized to send for persons and papers, to ad- 
minister oaths, to sit during sessions of the Senate, and, if 
deemed advisable, at Brownsville or elsewhere, the expenses 
of the investigation to be paid from the contingent fund of 
the Senate. 

Mr. Lodge had proposed to amend this resolution so as 
to read as follows: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Military Affairs be, and 
hereby is, authorized to take such further testimony as may 
be necessary to establish the facts connected with the dis- 
charge, by the President of the United States in the exercise 
of his constitutional and legal authority as Commander-in-Chief, 
of members of Companies B, C and D, 25th U.S. Inf., and 
that it be, and hereby is, authorized to send for persons 
and papers and administer oaths, and report thereon, by bill 
or otherwise. 

Various other amendments were offered, but the contest 
which resulted in a compromise among the Republicans 
on the resolution finally adopted was between the reso- 
lutions of Mr. Foraker and Mr. Lodge. This ends a dis- 
pute, both parties to which claim a victory. As Mr. Till- 
man said, referring to the language in the first two lines 
of the resolution adopted, ‘‘that language means to the 
mind of the Senator from Ohio, and I presume of course 
to those who agree with him, and have been with him in 
this controversy, that we have a right to question, but do 
not choose to exercise it. To the mind of the Senator 
from Massachusetts, the mind of the Senator from North 
Dakota, and those gentlemen on the other side who agree 
with them that language means that we have no right to 
Inquire into the exercise of constitutional and legal au- 
thority on the part of the President in his action. It 
seems to me they are as far apart as they ever were in 
their real meaning.” 

Mr. Foraker said: “I have repeatedly said since I intro- 
duced the first resolution on this subject that I had no 
purpose in introducing that resolution to refer to the 
Committee on Military Affairs any question as to the 
power, constitutional or legal, of the Chief Executive, 
my sole purpose being to have an investigation for the 
purpose of ascertaining the facts. I agreed to this modi- 
fication with the understanding on my part that it does 
not change the legal effect of the resolution; that it does 
hor restrict or restrain the scope of the inquiry as to the 
facts. When the facts are ascertained we will be in the 
Situation of having not raised that question in any way 
Whatever and of not being precluded as to that question 
by anything that we may have done in the case. The 
Senator will find in all those remarks, wherever I had 
occasion to speak of the subject at all, precisely the same 
Statement in effect, that I wanted the facts and had no 
thought of asking or directing the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs to inquire into or to determinethe question 
of power.” 

Mr. Lodge said: “The modification offered by the Sena- 
‘or from Ohio (Mr. Foraker) excludes the question of 
the legality of the President’s action not merely as to the 
lischarge of the enlisted men without honor, to which the

REPORT ON DEPARTMENT OF CALIFORNIA. . 


Brig. Gen. Frederick Funston, U.S.A., commanding 
the Southwestern Division, has submitted a report cover- 
ing the operations of his former command, the Depart- 
ment of California, for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1906, which embodies recommendations and comment of 
general interest. One of these recommendations is that 
all construction work contemplated at any of the posts on 
San Francisco Bay be carried on by the labor of general 
prisoners, as was done in the case of the fine new concrete 
barracks approaching completion on Alcatraz Island, 
where the prisoners quarried stone, crushed it and manu- 
factured hollow concrete blocks which were then laid by 
the same labor. In support of this recommendation Gen- 
eral Funston points out that for several years the cost 
of labor in the building trades in San Francisco has been 
abnormally high and has been still further increased by 
the demand arising from the necessity of repairing the 
losses caused by earthquake and fire. Moreover, in ad- 
dition to the fact that exceptionally high wages are being 
paid, the building trades in the city are completely dom- 
nated by tyrannical and unreasonable labor unions who 
harass builders and contractors almost beyond endurance 
by senseless strikes and boycotts. 

The Presidio of California, one of the most important 
military posts in the United States, located practically 
in one of the largest cities, continues the backwoods and 
farmhouse system of lighting by coal oil. In this con- 
nection General Funston recommends that no more 
guns of large caliber be mounted nor emplacements there- 
for constructed for the defense of San Francisco, nor 
of any other harbor as adequately protected. The crying 
need, he continues, is not for more emplacements and 
guns, but for the rapid installation of such auxiliaries as 
powerful searchlights, fire-control systems, adequate sub- 
marine mine defenses and the accumulation of a sufficient 
reserve of ammunition. “One does not need to be an 
Ordnance or Artillery expert,” says General Funston, 
“to know that it would be suicidal for the most powerful 
fleet in the world to engage in a serious battle with the 
sea-coast defenses of San Francisce, or attempt to run 
by them, if they were adequately manned and -the aux- 
iliaries above mentioned were installed. As it is, a far 
greater number of guns is mounted than we could possibly 
man during the first six months of a war. If an attempt 
were made to take this city by a power having a fleet 
sufficient to convoy transports carrying a division or two 
of infantry these troops would be Janded north and south 
of the city, and the sea-coast forts taken by land attack 
from the rear, an enterprise we could not prevent in our 
present state of military unpreparedness, unless knowl- 
edge of the intention of the enemy were obtained some 
weeks in advance or he obligingly waited until we could 
train a sufficient number of volunteers and mobilize 
enough of the militia to station a division or two of In- 
fantry, with the requisite proportion of Cavalry and Field 
Artillery, in the vicinity of any seaport liable to attack, 
and this because of our pitiable weakness in that branch 
of the Service which is the backbone of every army—the 
infantry.” 

General Funston realizes that it is unreasonable to hope 
for any adequate increase in the active Regular Army, 
consequently he earnestly renews his plea for the creation 
of an Army reserve to be made up of men who have 
served with the colors and who, in consideration of a 
modest pay allowance, shall bind themselves for a period 
of years to report for active service in the event of a for- 
eign war. 

The question of Army pay, says General Funston, is 
one which deserves the most serious consideration by the 
law-making power. He invites attention to the fact that 
in San Francisco a bricklayer, plasterer or plumber re- 
ceives more pay than a captain of twenty years’ service 
stationed at any of the posts near that city, even con- 
sidering the latter’s quarters at the commutation for 
his grade. A hod carrier in the same city receives more 
pay than a second lieutenant. Of course, this is an ex- 
treme comparison, owing to exceptional conditions in that 
city, but the same conditions exist elsewhere only in a 
lesser degree. General Funston does not recommend 
an increase in the rate of pay for officers just entering 
the Service, but he holds that the increase for length of 
service should be much greater than at present and should 
extend through all the grades to lieutenant general. Gen- 
eral officers are usually stationed in large cities where 
they find their commutation totally inadequate to furnish 
them with suitable quarters. There devolve upon them 
certain social obligations which, unless they have private 
means, they are unable to meet. They are, as a rule, the 
recipients of much hospitality from persons in civil life 
which they are unable to repay, and these hospitalities 
are shown them because of their official positions, and 
they are in no sense personal. In the cities where they 
are stationed they compare in importance with the higher 
railway, bank and insurance officials, but this comparison 
does not extend to their incomes. 

“Of even greater importance than the question of 
officers’ pay,’”’ says General Funston, in conclusion, ‘is 
that of the enlisted men of the Army, for the Army will 
always have all the officers authorized by law, regardless 
of an increase of pay, but the very existence of the Army 
is threatened if wages in civil life continue to rise, unless 
steps are taken to increase the pay of the rank and file 
of the Army. It is a notorious fact that recruits are ob- 
tained with great difficulty and that many organizations 
are below authorized strength. The wonder is that, with 
the wretched pay offered, the Army obtains so many good 
men as it does. But very few of them re-enlist after their 
first term of service and many desert in the first few 
months. The statement that the United States soldier is 
the most poorly paid man in any occupation in the coun- 
try to-day cannot be refuted. There is no valid reason 
why this should be the case. While the men are well 
fed, and well housed and well treated, the work is hard 
and the service, especially in the Coast Artillery, unat- 
tractive. <A fifty per cent. increase in the pay of non- 
commissioned officers and a like increase for privates after 
their first enlistment would work a revolution in holding 
to the Service the best of the men who now enlist.” 
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AN ILL-MANNERED OFFICIAL. 


Our readers may recall the reference by President 
Roogevelt in one of his communications to Congress, if 
we remember correctly, to the hostility shown to the 
Panama Canal project by one of the colonial governors 
of the West Indies. The dislike of this official, Gov- 
ernor J. A. Swettenham, of the British colony of Ja- 
maica, to Americans has been carried so far as ‘to recoil 
upon himself and leave him in a very sorry plight; the 
victim of the criticism, not only of Americans, but of 
the people of- Jamaica and his home government. When 
Admira] Davis hastened. to the assistance of the dis- 
tressed islanders, as reported last week, yielding to the 
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entreaties of the colonial secretary of Jamaica and the 
inspector of police, who spoke for the governor, as of- 
ficially reported by the Admiral, he landed at Kingston 
fifty men under arms from the Indiana, who engaged in 
the work of clearing the streets, guarding property, and 
succoring the wounded and sick. This was under date 
of Jan. 18, and on the same day the following letter was 
permet rig to Admiral Davis from the governor of the 
island: 

“Colonial Secretary’s Office, Jamaica, Jan. 18, 1907. 

“Sir: I beg to thank your Excellency for the kind as- 
sistance which you have rendered to the government of 
this colony. I have the honor to be, sir, your obedient 
servant, J. A. Swettenham, governor.” 

Later on the Governor, for some reason, took offense at 
the presence of the Americans, and sent to Admiral 
Davis a letter in which he in substance requested him to 
withdraw himself and his ships from Kingston, which 
request was instantly complied with. It was, no doubt, 
within the authority of the Governor to make such a 
request, but it was preferred in a manner so insulting as 
to call forth prompt apologies from the British govern- 
ment and a chorus of criticisms from the citizens and 
public men of Jamaica, the newspapers and public men 
of England, and, what would otherwise have been of 
less account to the ill-natured and ill-mannered Governor, 
the universal rebuke by the American press whose view 
of the matter is well expressed by the New York Even- 
ing Post when it says: 

“That the Governor of Jamaica has, in a great crisis, 

. acted like a glorified beadle, seems to be the almost unani- 
mous opinion in England as well as in this country. 
The letter which he wrote to Admiral Davis should alone 
be enough to terminate his career. Such a mixture of 
clumsy insult and vulgar smartness would have been out 
of place at amy time, but to be addressed by the govern- 
or of a smittdém colony to those who came as friends and 
rescuers, was simply amazing folly. Even if the Ameri- 
cans there were ignoring the nice technicalities, they 
were kind-hearted and were doing useful work, and 
ought not to have been kicked off the premises as tres- 
passers. The most charitable supposition is that Gov- 
ernor Swettenham had simply gone off his head through 
anxiety or overwork. England need not be troubled 
about good relations with this country being disturbed 
by the incident. Americans know an official ass when 
they see him.” 

This assurance that Americans find nothing in this 
action of a single official to disturb in any way the exist- 
ing harmony between this country and England has been 
given unofficial expression from Washington, and no 
one suffers in the matter except the unlucky governor 
and the unfortunate people of Jamaica to whom our 
Navy was rendering much needed assistance. From 
Marianao, Jan. 10, General Wint telegraphed to the War 
Department, saying: “On request of the acting British 
Minister, Havana, to Governor Magoon, have directed 
the commanding officer at Santiago to ship to Kingston, 
Jamaica, by naval vessel if one is available, if not, by 
liner, five hospital tents and flies, twenty-eight wall 
tents and flies, and fifty-two conical wall tents, all com- 
plete, reported by British authorities urgently required. 
Officer to remain at Kingston after turning over tents to 
British authorities until further orders; request that my 
action in this matter be approved by the War Depart- 
ment.”’ So it would appear that the people of Kingston 
are continuing to receive assistance from our Govern- 
ment in spite of the discourtesy of Governor Swetten- 
ham. 


VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

The new detention camp at the Training Station, New- 
port, R.L, is now ready for occupancy. The buildings 
at the camp are substantially constructed of brick on 
concrete foundations, and these foundations rest on solid 
rock. There are in all five buildings, and these are official- 
ly known as Barracks A. The camp is situated on a 
level tract. The roadway to Barracks B and C runs 
close to the buildings, while the road to the hospital passes 
in front of them. Four of the buildings are alike, each 
two stories in height. On each floor there are a dormi- 
tory, dining hall, wash-room and lavatories. Fifteen 
boys are supposed to be accommodated in each set of 
quarters, and the entrances upstairs and down are entirely 
separate. The fifth is the administration building, and 
contains quarters for the officer and doctor in charge, 
the galley where cooking is done, a laundry and the heat- 
ing plant for the entire camp. 

The National Motor Boat Show, under the auspices of 
the National Association of Boat Manufacturers, wilh 
open at Madison Square Garden, New York city, on Tues- 
day, Feb. 19, and will close on Tuesday, Feb. 26. The 
exhibition will show all the latest models of motor boats 
and their engines, and will be of immense value to all 
interested in power boats. The manager of the exhibi- 
tion is Capt. J. A. H. Dressel, formerly of the 13th N.Y., 
who is well known for his ability. 

George Howard, coal passer, U.S. Navy, alleged to 
be a deserter from the U.S.S. Tennessee, escaped from 
the guardhouse at the navy yard, Washington, D.C., Jan. 
17. Howard had only beep in the guardhouse two days, 
he having been delivered to the naval authorities by the 
local police, who arrested him as he was emerging from 
the District workhouse, where he had been sent for 
vagrancy. 

Rear Admiral Converse. U.S.N., Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, has issued a circular of instruction for the 
information of commanders-in-chief and commanding offi- 
cers, under date of Jan. 4, 1907, which rescinds all for- 
mer circulars and letters upon the subjects contained 
therein. The subjects in the new circular relate to the 
following: Qualifications for appointments as chief petty 
officers; acting appointments as turret captains, first class 
and chief turret captain; enlistment and promotion of 
electricians; enlistment and promotion of men in the 
Hospital Corps; chief petty officers detailed as instructors 
of apprentice seamen at naval stations; submarine tor- 
pedoboat service ; rating of men in excess of complement; 
address of men discharged by reason of expiration of en- 
listment ; men on first enlistment to be citizens of the 
United States; erasures or alterations on enlistment 
records, and machinist school. 

From Halifax it is reported that the pick of the channel 
and first cruiser squadron fleets of the British navy will 
arrive there about May, on their way to Hampton Roads 
to take part in an international demonstration on the oe- 
casion of the opening by President Roosevelt of the exhi- 
bition at Jamestown. The ships chosen will be in com- 
mand of Rear Admiral George Neville. O.V.0., whose 
flagship is the armored cruiser Good Hope. After the 
celebration the ships will visit Halifax and Quebec before 
returning home. “* 

The U.S. collier Brutus, with merchant officers and. 
crew, arrived at the navy yard, New York, Jan, 23, from 
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Manila, with three prisoners in irons. They were landed 
under an escort of seventeen marines and taken to the 
Hancock.. They were James McCarren, Philip Bonshore 
and William C. Hanard, three sailors who deserted from 
Rear Admiral Brownson’s squadron of cruisers when the 
division was in Bombay. They made their way to 
Algiers and there made appeal to U.S. Consul Johnson 
for assistance, representing that they were American sea- 
men in distress. The Consul obtained employment for 
the men and, when the Brutus arrived, placed them on 
board that vessel to be returned to the United States. 
They were later identified. as deserters and refused to 
obey orders, and became so troublesome that they had to 
be placed in irons. At one time they started a fire in the 
hold among the log wood. McCarren claimed to be .a 
nephew of Senator Patrick H. McCarren, and threatened 
the most direful fate to Captain Henricks, of the Brutus, 
for daring to put him in irons. The captain at last 
accounts was not worrying. 

The U.S.S. Potomac has arrived at League Island for 
repairs after nearly five months’ work in Newfoundland 
waters. She was sent up there with Mr. A. B. Alex- 
ander, of the Fish Commission, to observe the herring 
industry, but before the season was over she developed 
into an ice-breaker. The-ice gave her much rough ser- 
viee, and on one occasion she cut out and rescued the 
entire herring fisheries fleet frozen in the Bay of Islands. 
Canadian and Newfoundland vessels were included in the 
list of those rescued, and Lieutenant Hinds, U.S.N., com- 
manding the Potomac, secured the geod will of the native 
fishermen by his efforts in their behalf. 

Under advertisement of Dec. 21, 1905, for 60,000 3-inch 
50 caliber forged steel common shell, and 25,000 3-inch 
.5O0 caliber target shell, proposals for which were opened 
on Jan. 9. 1907, the Navy Department has authorized 
that awards be made as follows: “To the American and 
British Manufacturing Company for 20,000 3-inch .50 
caliber forged steel common shell, at $2.49 each; to the 
Rethlehem Steel Company for 40,000 3-inch .50 caliber 
forged steel common shell, at $2.50 each ; and to the Unit- 
ed States Rapid Fire Gua and Power Company for 
25,000 3-inch .50 caliber target shell, at $1.645 each.” 

_A naval General Order providing for uniform nomen- 
clature for vessels of the United States Navy has been 
approved by the President and will be issued as an Execu- 
tive Order. In the future all vessels of the Navy, no mat- 
ter what their type or character, will have their respec- 
tive names preceded only by the letters U.S.S., signifying, 
of course, United States Ship. There will be no more U. 
S.R.S., meaning United States Receiving Ship, Franklin, 
we will say, or U.S.T.B., before any of the torpedo craft. 
All vessels of the Navy are to be known as United States 
ships, without any particular reference to their type or 
class. 

The United States Government has been requested by 
France to send some naval vessels to attend the Interna- 
tional Maritime Exposition to be held at Bordeaux, 
France, on May 1 next. -Naval officers will remember 
that the channel running between Paullac and Bordeaux 
is extremely treacherous and that there is not sufficient 
water in it for vessels of very deep draft. It is not yet 
known whether the vessels to attend the exposition will 
anchor off Paullac or will proceed on up to Bordeaux. 
While it is certain that some of our ships will be sent, 
possibly the protected cruiser Tacoma and another vessel 
of her class, inquiry has been made by the Navy Depart- 
ment to ascertain just where the vessels will anchor. 

Jan. 18, Mr. Herbert, formerly Secretary of the Navy, 
appeared before the House Committee on Naval Affairs in 
behalf of the bill, H.R. 22129, for the promotion of offi- 
cers on the retired list. It provides for fifteen rear ad- 
mirals and three commodores, who were overlooked in 
the Act 6f June 29, 1906. for promotion on the retired 
list, but who were included in the spirit of the act. Mr. 
Herbert said: - “They are the only officers in the Army 
or in the Navy, on the retired list or elsewhere, who are 
not getting the pay corresponding with their rank—their 
grading. And this does not change the grade of admiral 
at all. It changes the grade of-these three commodores, 
but it puts them in as junior admirals, simply gives them 
the empty title and leaves them with the same pay. * * * 
There are some six or seven cases of assistant engineers 
whose promotion has been deferred and who have been 
omitted by this act. I-am not prepared to go on with a 
statement of their cases, but we will have bills introduced 
and referred to you, and we have already some of the 
bills that have been introduced, and we have precedents 
to show that they come within the spirit of this act.” 

President Roosevelt, on Jan. 23, received a delegation 
of powder manufacturers, who came to protest against the 
monopoly in Government contracts said to be enjoyed by 
the so-called “powder trust.” Representative Lafean, of 
Pennsylvania, escorted the powder makers to the White 
House, and then, upon advice of the President, took them 
to the War, State and Navy building, where they laid 
their case before Secretaries Taft and Metcalf.

The pay remains so fixed and is not affected by 
any advancement to a higher grade or rank on the re- 
tired list. ‘The pay of a chief carpenter is not the pay 
of ‘an officer of the grade from which Mr. Griffith was re-

William C. Besselievre, jr., of Massachusetts was nominated

The hull of the steel revenue cutter Androscoggin was 
Jaunched Jan. 16 from the shipyard. at Tompkins Cove, N.Y., 
Jan. 16 for use on the coast of Maine.

After running down the coast as far as Nor- 
folk, Va., the Mohawk filled up with coal and again started 
southward to the spot where the Ponce was last seen, about 800 
miles north of Porto Rico, about 150 miles south of a line 
drawn between Bermuda and Nassau. “Then,” said Lieuten- 
ant Carden, in speaking of the cruise, ‘‘Captain Reed zig 
zagged eastward, running in close to Bermuda, where 
we put across the northeast end of the island, carry- 
ing a line which goes north and south through the Nan- 
tucket Shoals; no sign of the Ponce. Then we entered the 
Gulf Stream and followed it north until about 200 miles south- 
east of Nantucket Shoals, zig-zagging all the time, and finally 
cruising over to a line with the Delaware Cape, About this 
time we drove into the northeaster which you felt in New York, 
and soon found ourselves in the teeth of such a gale and suc- 
cessive head seas as rendered further progress impossible. So 
we hove to about 100 miles southeast of the Sandy Hook light- 
ship, and rode out the blow in fine style. There is no better 
sea boat afloat than the Mohawk, I might say. Arriving off the 
Sandy Hook lightship Jan. 19 we heard for the first time that 
the Ponce was safe.’’

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REORGANIZING D.C. MILITIA. 


H.R. 24826, Mr. Morrell.—“To amend an act en- 
titled “An act to provide for the organization of the 
militia of the District of Columbia and for other pur- 
poses approved March 1, 1889. Section 8, of the act 
referred to, so amended as to give the President au- 
thority to appoint the staff, and the commanding gen- 
eral the non-commissioned staff. Section 11 is amended 
to read as follows: 


“Sec. 11. The National Guard of the District of 
Columbia shall consist of the organizations now es- 
tablished, and, upon recommendation of the commanding 
general, the President shall have power to alter, divide, 
annex, consolidate, disband, or reorganize the same and 
create new organizations whenever in his judgment the 
efficiency of the Guard will be increased thereby, aud 
he shall at any time have power to change the organiza- 
tion of said troops so as to conform to any organized 
system of drill or instruction now or hereafter adopted 
for the Army of the United States, and for that pur- 
pose the number of officers and non-commissioned officers 
of any grade may be increased to the extent made neces- 
sary by the new position thus created: Provided, That 
whenever any organization falls below the minimum 
strength provided for in regulations, the commanding gen- 
eral shall report the condition to the President of the 
United States for his action.” 

Sections 12, 13, 14a, 14b, 15, 16, 17 and 17a, provide 
that the regiments of Infantry shall consist of three 
battalions of four companies each with the proper offi- 
cers and non-commissioned officer and eighty-seven pri- 
vates to a company; that a company of Coast Artillery 
shall have eighty-one privates and as extra officers a 
major, one first and one second lieutenant, one assistant 
surgeon (captain), and one sergeant major for each four 
companies, and a battery of Field Artillery, ninety-one 
privates; a troop of Cavalry shall have seventy-six pri- 
vates, an engineer company thirty-eight first and thirty- 
eight second-class privates, the commanding general be- 
ing authorized to increase, at his discretion, the ser- 
geants to twelve, corporals to eighteen, and privates to 
sixty-four, each class. The Signal Corps shall have one 
captain, a first and a second lieutenant, five first-class 
sergeaits, ten sergeants, and ten corporals, thirty first- 
class and not more than twenty-three second-class pri- 
vates. The medical corps shall consist of the surgeon 
general, the regimental surgeons and hospital corps, 
the battalion assistant surgeons and a major, surgeon, 
three assistant surgeons (captains), twenty-four first and 
sixteen second-class privates. 

Section 23 provides retirement for physical disability, 
‘and Section 236 a voluntary retirement after a continuous 
service of ten years, with one grade increase of rank if 
his services have been especially meritorious, and com- 
pulsory retirement at sixty-four with or without increase 
of rank, at the discretion of the President. Retired of- 
ficers shall be eligible for active duty. Enlistments are 
to be for three years. Peremptory discharges for the 
interests of the ‘service are provided for on discharges 
without honor for specified causes. Sections 32a, 35, 
35a, 35b, 35c and 35d provide as to accountability for 
public property. 

Section 49a provides Army pay for riot duty, and 
when in the service of the United States. Section 50, 
Section 50a, Section 54a, Section 54b, 54c, 54d, 54e, 
54f provides for courts-martial and courts of inquiry, 
and regulates their proceedings. Section 64 exempts 
from jury duty; Section 65 applies the words “State or 
Territory” in the Militia Act of Jan. 21, 1903, to the 
District of Columbia; Section 66 provides that this bill 
shall not alter the date of present commissions or inter- 
fere with the organization of the present naval battalion. 
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MILITIA SERVICE AS AN EDUCATOR. 


Major Charles E. Lydecker, 7th N.G.N.Y., president 
of the National Guard Association of New York, at the 
annual convention of that body in Albany, N.Y., Jan, 23, 
made an admirable address on “The Organized Militia as 
a Popular and National Educator.” The following are 
extracts from the Major’s remarks : 


“IT do not suggest the National Guard or organized 
militia as an educator to make men professional soldiers 
or sailors or any other form of professional man; but 
I do suggest that membership in the National Guard may 
be made a basis of accomplishment for young men through 
which they may acquire much for their own good, and for 
the good of the State, while all the time, the fundamental 
idea of service for the preservation of peace and order 
constitute a main incentive for such membership. The 
elementary education of a soldier, which the National 
Guard may give, and the multitude of benefits that pre- 
cede the so-called ‘fighting edge’ derivable from associa- 
tion in that body, are all related to the subject of excel- 
lent marksmanship, and the latter is not likely to be 
easily organized and pursued except through the militia. 
It has been said that a five years’ term of enlistment 
under a good captain, in a well-disciplined militia com- 
pany, is worth to a young man, who will avail himself 
of -his opportunity fully, as much as an ordinary college 
course of four years. Terhaps all this will appear to be 
highly theoretical, but its application need be no clouded 
maze if we can establish a proper relation between work 
and personal aspiration on the part of the citizen. Why 
is it that with such unbounded possibilities our militia 
organizations are officered by those who have pursued no 
method in acquiring military knowledge, who have each 
studied and read as he pleased, who are able in most 
varying degrees to stimulate the men of their commands 
to self-improvement, many indee dt never waking to the 
duty they have in that regard? Is the State to be found 
wanting in this matter? The effort to make the Guard 
solely a body ready to take the field results often in the 
selection of the smart, active young officer who will handle 
his men with dash and make a good display, but the 
patient work which a Regular must do to be up to the 
standard as an officer is never systematically begun 
with our officers, and consequently thoroughly efficient 
men who are students are more or Jess accidental ac- 
guisitions. 

“If the young men could appreciate the untold 
variety and benefit of the knowledge and experience which 
comes from military study, and knew that they could 
be obtained by joining military organizations, recruiting 
would be solved. Let the State of New York provide that 
every officer who may be commissioned in any grade, may 
at any time, three months or more thereafter, present 
himself to a State Board for examination, and if he be 
found to be versed in the science as well as the history 
and art of the duties appertaining to his office (accord- 
ing to a standard approaching that of the Regular Army), 
let him be graded as lieutenant, captain or whatever office 
he may have been commissioned to fill, of the ‘First 





Grade,’ and on all occasions of duty calling for State 
pay, let him receive such additional allowance per diem, 
as may be designated. Then let these standards be care- 
fully and justly established, and perhaps in the course 
of ten years, the Guard may have none but first grade 
officers. This would not compel study, but it would stimu- 
late it, and gratify ambition, and it would not interfere 
with filling the office, when filling it was urgently desired. 
Groups or bodies of youths should be classified, who, for 
instance, would be ineligible to the ranks of the regiments, 
companies and troops of the State, until they had qualified 
by study and preparation in the foundation classes. By 
this means, the enlistments in the State’s force proper 
might be made more a prize or privilege, and then the 
making of those organizations soldierly and more nearly 
up to a regular standard, would not appear to be difficult. 
Lay out the course for three years, and give the option 
to those sufficiently capable, to comprise the course of 
three years in two. When completed, give each young 
man a certificate or grade of ‘Cadet or Second Grade 
Organized Militia’ entitling him to enlist in the State’s 
regular armed force. Assign to this work, at moderate 
pay, officers who shall be appointed solely on examination 
as to qualification, either those of first grade in command 
of the State organizations, who desire so to be, or retired 
officers, Regular or State, or others commissioned for 
that purpose.” Governor Hughes was the guest of honor 
and made an informal speech at the annual dinner of the 
association on Jan. 23. 
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EROSION AND WIRE-WOUND GUNS. 


In a letter to the Scientific American concerning the 
performance of the Brown wire gun which has given a 
velocity of 3,740 feet a second, Mr. John H. Brown says: 

“If these guns were fired with what the Government 
considers service velocities for the 6-inch guns now in 
use, the pressures would be so exceedingly low that, with 
properly banded shells, they would last for an indefinite 
number of rounds, before being rendered unserviceable 
on account of rounds, before being rendered unserviceable 
the low-velocity guns now recommended by the depart- 
ment, so far as the life of the gun is concerned. 

“A study of the Government record shows: The third 
round, ‘Brown 6-inch gun, with fifty-nine pounds of 
powder and 28,475 pounds pressure per square inch, gave 
2,879 foot seconds velocity. The fourth .round in Crozier 
gun, which also has an unusually large powder chamber, 
with sixty-nine pounds of powder and 30,810 pounds 
pressure, gave 2,988 foot seconds. 

“These records prove, therefore, that the large powder 
chambers in the high-powered guns, so far from being 
undesirable, are a very great advantage; since such guns 
give higher velocities with lower mean pressures than 
the 6-inch guns now in use. This is possible because 
more powder can be burned, and a larger volume of gas 
secured, without producing excessive pressures. As a 
matter of fact, nearly 10,000 pounds less pressure per 
square inch is required than in the 6-inch service gun, 
to secure the same velocities. Hence, erosion would be 
correspondingly reduced. 

“Another important advantage in the high-power gun 
is that, even if fired with the usual 6-inch service charge, 
it possesses tremendous reserve energy, to be available 
in an emergency, when long-range firing may be of in- 
estimable value to cripple the enemy before he could 
approach near enough to strike. 

“The Government star gaging records show that in 
the last ten excessive pressure shots from the Brown 6- 
inch gun there was practically no erosion at all in the 
last fourteen feet of the muzzle end of the gun, because 
the shells had been properly banded to meet the changed 
conditions which were required in the gun in order to 
-secure such remarkable results in pressures and yeloci- 
ties. : 

“The last ten shots (88th to 98th) fired in the "Brown 
G-inch gun gave an average pressure of over 55,000 
pounds per square inch and an average velocity of over 
3,600 feet per second with perfect safety to the gun.” 

Commenting on this letter the Scientific American 
says: ; 

{Tn view of the promising results obtained in the 
earlier rounds of these guns, we would suggest to the 
artillerists that the solution of the problem of erosion 
may, after all, be found in the direction of large powder 
chambers and greater length of gun, combined with a 
high average pressure along the bore and low maximum 
pressure in the powder chamber. It is our belief that a 





55-caliber, 6-inch gun, using a heavy charge of slow- | 


burning powder specially designed for it, in a powder 
chamber of capacity equal to those of the Crozier and 
Brown guns, and with its projectiles double-banded, 
would be able to maintain a service velocity of 3,000 
feet per second for a sufficient number of rounds to give 
the gun a satisfactory term of life, before re-lining be- 
came necessary—if, indeed, the application of the above 
principle did not entirely cure the evil.” 
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THE NEW ARTILLERY BILL. 

Following is the text of the bill for the reorganization 
and increase of the Artillery of the United States Army, 
which has passed both houses of Congress : 

H.R. 17347, Mr. Hull.—To reorganize and to increase the 
efficiency of the Artillery of the United States Army. 

Be it enacted, etc., That the artillery of the United States 
Army shall consist of the Chief of Artillery, the coast artillery 
and the field artillery. The coast artillery and the field artil- 
lery shall be organized as hereinafter specified, and the artil- 
lery shall belong to the line of the Army: Provided, That on and 
after July 1, 1908, the Chief of Artillery shall cease to exer- 
cise supervision over the field artillery and shall thereafter be 
designated as the Chief of Coast Artillery. 

See. 2. That the Chief of Artillery or Chief of Coast Ar- 
tillery shall be an additional member of the General Staff 
Corps, and his other duties shall be prescribed by the Secretary 
of War. 

When a vacancy occurs in the office of the Chief of Artillery 
or Chief of Coast Artillery the President may appoint to such 
vacancy, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, an 
officer selected from the coast artillery, who shall serve for a 
period of four years, unless reappointed for further period 
of four years; and any officers who shall hereafter serve 
as Chief of Artillery or Chief of Coast Artillery shall, when re- 
tired, be retired with the rank, pay and allowances authorized 
by law for a brigadier general on the retired list. The position 
vacated by an officer appointed Chief of Artillery or Chief of 
Coast Artillery shall ‘e filled by promotion in that arm accord- 
ing to existing law, but the officer thus appointed shall con- 
tinue in the same lineal position in his arm which he would 
have held if he had not been so appointed, and shall be an ad- 
ditional number in the grade from which he was appointed or 
to which he may be promoted: Provided, That there shall not be 
at any time in the coast artillery more than one additional 
officer by reason of the appointment of a Chief of Artillery or 
+ of Coast Artillery and the relief of an officer from such 

uty. : 

Sec. 3. That the coast artillery is the artillery charged with 
the care and use of the fixed and movable elements of land and 





coast fortifications, including the submarine mine and torpedo 
defenses. 

Sec. 4. That the field artillery is the artillery which acco). 
panies an army in the field, and includes light artillery, hor: 
artillery, siege artillery, and mountain artillery. 

Sec. 5. That the coast artillery shall constitute a corps, and 
shall consist of one Chief of Coast Artillery with the rank, pzy, 
and allowances of a brigadier general, as provided in Sec. 1 
this act; 14 lonels, 14 lieut nt lonels, 42 majors, 21() 
captains, 210 first lieutenants, and 210 second lieutenants, a:d 
the captains and lieutenants provided for in this section 1.» 
required for duty with companies shall be available for duiy 
as staff officers of the various coast artillery commands and {or 
such other details as may be authorized by law and regula.

Coast Artillery, as provided under this act, shall not excved

Sec. 7. That the field artillery shall consist of six regiments, 
each organized as follows: One colonel, 1 lieutenant colonel, 2 
majors, 11 captains, 13 first lieutenants, and 13 second lien. 
tenants, 2 veterinarians, 1 sergeant major, 1 quartermaster 
sergeant, 1 commissary sergeant, 2 battalion sergeants major, 
2 battalion quartermaster sergeants, 2 color sergeants, one band, 
and 6 batteries organized into two battalions of three batteries 
each. Of the officers herein provided, the captains and liu 
tenants not required for duty with batteries shall be availa! 
for detail as regimental and battalion staff officers and for sich 
other details as may be authorized by law and _ regulatio:s 
Battalion adjutants shall be detailed from the captains, and 
battalion quartermasters and commissaries from lieutenants 
Each field artillery band shall be organized as provided by Jaw 
for cavalry bands: Provided that the President in his discie 
tion may increase by nine mounted orderlies the regimental 
strength herein authorized. 

Sec. 8. That each battery of field artillery shall consist of 
1 captain, 2 first lieutenants, 2 second lieutenants, 1 first sor 
geant, 1 quartermaster sergeant, 1 stable sergeant, 1 chiet 
mechanic, 6 sergeants, 12 corporals, 4 mechanics, 3 cooks, 2 
musicians, and 102 privates, the commissioned officers to le 
assigned from among those hereinbefore authorized for the 
regiment: Provided, That the President in his discretion may 
increase the number of sergeants in any battery of field artil- 
lery to 8, the number of corporals to 16, the number of ine 
chanics to 7, the number of musicians to 3, and the number of 
privates to 149: Provided further, That nothing contained in 
this act shall increase the total number of enlisted men in the 
line of the Army, together with the native scouts, as author- 
ized by Sec. 36 of the Act of Congress approved Feb. 2, 1901, 
entitled “An act to increase the efficiency of the permanent mili 
tary establishment of the United States. 

Sec. 9. That on and after the approval of this act the coast 
artiliery and the field artillery shall be permanently separated, 
the separation to be effected as follows: 

All officers in the present Artillery Corps shall remain on onc 





list as regards promotion until sufficient promotions shall have 
been made, as far as the present number of officers permit. to 
provide in each grade, together with the officers remaining 
therein, the total number of officers of the grade provided for 


in this act for the coast and field artillery combined. After 
such promotion they shall, in each grade, be assigned by the 
President to the coast artillery or to the field artillery, accord 
ing to special aptitude and qualifications and agreeably to in 
dividual preference, so far as may be practicable and for the 
good of the Service, such assignments to be permanent; and all 
officers promoted or appointed in the artillery thereafter «!:ll 








be commissioned as officers of the coast artillery or the field ar-' 


tillery, as the case may be, and shall be promoted by seniority 
in their own branch, subject to the provisions of the laws xov- 
erning promotion in the Army at large. 

Sec. 10. That all vacancies created or caused by this act 
which can be filled by promotion of officers now in the Artillery 
Corps shall be filled by promotion according to seniority, sub- 
ject to examination as now prescribed by law. Of the vacan- 
cies created or caused by this act which can not be filled by 
promotion of officers now in the Artillery Corps, one-fifi!) in 
each branch shall be filled in each fiscal year until the ‘otal 
number of officers herein provided for shall have been attained 
The vacancies remaining in the grade of second lieutenant shall 
be filled by appointment in the following order: Firsi of 
graduates of the United States Military Academy; second, of 
enlisted men whose fitness for advancement shall have bee 
determined by competitive examination; third, of candidates 
from civil life; and all such appointments shall be made in «ac 
cordince with the provisions of existing law.

Sec. 12. That in addition to the chaplains now authorized 
for the Artillery Corps the President is authorized to apj in!

to the laws governing appointments of chaplains in the Arm) 
one chaplain for each regiment of field artillery and two fo! 
the coast artillery, with the rank, pay and allowances nov 
authorized by law for chaplains in the Army. 

Sec. 13. That all laws and parts of laws inconsistent wit! 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


Questions are answered as soon as possible, but no particular 
time can be given for replies. We do not answer questions by 
mail, 

J. H. W. asks: (1) Is the velocity of a bullet fired straight 
up in the air, so it will return near where it was fired from, 
as great when it reaches the earth as it was when it left the 
muzzle of the gun, and. would it have the same penetrating 
power? Answer: The bullet when it reached the earth would 
have the same force and penetration as if fired from the 
muzzle. If this fact were more generally known there would 
be less accidental killing by spent bullets. (2) If two balls 
of equal size were dropped from a great height at exactly the 
same moment, one ball composed of wood, the other of iron, 
which would reach the earth first, or would they both reach 
it at the same time, regardless of their various weights, and 
on which ball would the force of gravity have the greatest in- 
fluence? Answer: The ball of iron would reach the earth 
first, because its area, in proportion to its weight, is less than 
the area of the ball of wood, in proportion to its weight; and 
therefore the ball of iron is less retarded by the air. Falling 
in a vacuum, where there would be no air resistance, the two 
balls would reach the earth at the same time. The attraction 
of gravitation would be inversely proportioned to the square 
of their distances from the earth, without regard to the ma- 
terial of which they were made.

MACHINE GUNS. 

Lieut. Col. Montgomery M. Macomb, Art. Corps, 
U.S.A., who was with the Russian army as an observer 
during the campaign in Manchuria, has prepared an in- 
structive article on the value of machine guns for the 
Military Information Division of the’General Staff. The 
Maxim automatic gun, firing the standard service am- 
munition, caliber .20, was the machine gun furnished to 
the Russian infantry, but they could not be supplied fast 
enough to meet the demand, the result being that the 
Japanese were always superior in the number of machine 
guns available. The Russians were .so impressed with 
the valne of these guns that after the battle of Mukden 
they decided to attach to cavalry regiments detachments 
armed with an automatic weapon of suitable type. Col- 
onel Macomb’s estimate of the machine gun is a conserva- 
tive one. He holds that it played a useful but not a great 
part in the late war, its effective range being about 2,000 
yards and its average power being equivalent to about 
fifty riflemen. It cannot contend against artillery; it is 
not a trustworthy weapon when used singly, and should 
never be so employed, its most valuable quality being that 
it supplies a means of suddenly and unexpectedly in- 
creasing the volume of fire without overcrowding the 
firing line, thus greatly extending the scope and flexibility 
of the fire action. The machine gun produces its greatest 
physical and moral effect when it is suddenly employed 
against massed troops, such as infantry in close order, ar- 
tillery limbered, cavalry mounted, or in enfilading lines 
of any kind. Machine guns should not be kept in the 
firing line but held in reserve until the opportune moment 
arrives, and when the commander of a superior unit fore- 
sees that to accomplish certain results it is advisable to 
mass the gun, the small detachments*may be united under 
his direction. The value of the machine gun in defensive 
positions, covering defiles and the like, is generally ad- 
mitted, and in reality it is equally valuable on the offen- 
sive when handled by a force that knows how to use it. 

It will be observed that so far as our Army is con- 
cerned the experience of the Russians with machine guns 
is instructive in the negative sense only. At the outbreak 
of the war very little was known about machine guns in 
the Russian army as a whole, and, with this ignorance, 
certain erroneous opinions were prevalent, as with us 
under similar conditions, viz., that no special training 
was needed to handle these weapons, and that the person- 
nel could be taken directly from the troops to which they 
were attached. The Russian authorities, however, took a 
serious and sensible view of the matter, and proceeded 
on the principle of not allowing machine guns to be han- 
dled except under the instruction of officers thoroughly 
schooled and competent. . 

In view of the fact that our Cavalry are to have the 
same weapons as our Infantry—namely, the Maxim, which 
is very similar to that used by the Russians—it is impor- 
tant that we should profit to the utmost by the lessons of 
the late war, negative though they be. Colonel Macomb 
is of the opinion that the machine gun will meet with a 
lukewarm reception in the Cavalry, and that its service 
will be inefficient for a long time to come unless every- 
hody is made to feel its importance in the very beginning. 
He therefore suggests the following policy to govern the 
introductionvof machine guns into our Service: 

Assign no officer to the command of a permanent de- 
tachment who is not thoroughly instructed and well 
posted on the handling of the gun, its care, methods of 
reducing “jams” and quickly remedying the ordinary ac- 
cidents which are liable to occur; its transportation and 
the handling of the train and ammunition supply.

venient post a working board of instruction, composed of 
officers from each branch of the line, an ordnance officer 
and an artillery officer and a skilled mechani¢ who under- 
stands the structure and operation of the gun and have 
at the disposition of this board a skilled packer. Then 
send the enlisted personnel and selected officers to this 
central post for instruction under a program devised by 
the board. When officers are sufficiently instructed return 
them to their regiments to serve as instructors. Try the 
provisional regulations for a couple of years, then make 
final revisions suggested by experience. The uniform of 
machine gun detachments should be that of the arm to 
which attached and equipment should include a revolver 
of .45 caliber, a bolo and intrenching tools, two spades 
and one mattock per gun. 

_ “These suggestions,” says Colonel Macomb in conclu- 
sion, “are thrown out because it is known to be an ex- 
pensive and unsatisfactory policy to let inexperienced de- 
tachments go into the field. It will save time to give 
them the best instruction practicable, beginning with 
those who lead the list for foreign service where there are 
no facilities for instruction.” 
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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

The plans for the reorganization of the Spanish army 
provide that Spain shall be divided into eight districts, each 
under a lieutenant general. The ordinary peace strength 
of the division will be 6,000, which will be capable of ex- 
pansion to 8,000 or 10,000, but expense will be reduced 
by permitting a large number of furloughs during the 
non-maneuver period of the year. In time of war it is 
estimated that the strength of a division will amount to 
16,700 men. Besides the ordinary divisions there will be 
a division of cavalry with horse’ artillery, independent 
cavalry brigades, siege and mountain artillery, railway 
pioneer regiments, and balloon companies, all of which 
will be attached to divisions as required. Each divisiou 
will have a reserve brigade composed of men of the {first 
reserve. 


In the course of a lecture on “The Real Russia,” re- 
cently delivered at Southsea, England, Mr. Bernard 
Pares, who has made a deep study of Russian conditions, 
in speaking of the battle of the Sea of Japan, said that 
he knew for certain that some of the Russian ships had 
wooden plates instead of steel ones, and he also knew that 
some of the men on the ships were driven aboard at the 
point of the bayonet. 

The London Illustrated News describes a recently pat- 
ented contrivance to afford means of escape for the crews 
of submarine boats which may become disabled while op- 
erating below the surface. It is an arrangement for 
installing and detaching a specially-constructed boat pro- 
posed to be placed in a recess in the submarine. It con- 
sists in providing an auxiliary chamber, so constructed 
as to form such a boat to which access could be had from 
the sunken submarine, and capable of being released froin 
its containing chamber and righting itself by the action 
of the inrushing water. ,.When the containing chamber 
has been flooded the bolts are withdrawn, and the boat is 
free to clear itself from the sunken submarine or other 
vessel. <A fine line with a flat buoy is coiled at the bot- 
tom’ of the containing chamber, and is attached to the 
bottom of the boat. On the boat gaining the surface, the 
buoy is cut adrift from inside, locating the position cf 
the submarine. 

It is stated that all the ships of the Japanese navy are 
now fitted with wireless telegrapiy, including destroyers ; 
these latter vessels not only have receivers, but they can 
also send messages. ‘The wireless telegraph apparatus in 
use is the result of the experiments and combined work 
of Engineer Kimura, Captain ‘Sonami, Imperia} navy. 
and Engineer Matsushiro, attached to the Ministry of 
Communications, who commence their studies in 1900. 
According to the Journal of the British Royal United 
Service Institution, ever since 1902 the above-named offi- 
cers, after having studied all the systems in Europe and 
America to which they could obtain access, have cb- 
tained With the apparatus produced by themselves, results 
which they claim:to be superior io those from other sys- 
tems in use abroad, and their apparatus has been_adopted 
and installed on board all the Japanese ships. Further, 
Engineer Kimura is also the inventor of a wireless tele 
phone, which has proved sufficiently practical for use on 
board Japanese warships. 

Admiral Togo has been appointed Chief of the Genera! 
Staff of the Japanese navy; Admiral Ito, whom he suc- 
ceeds, has been nominated a member of the Supreme 
Council of War. Admiral Yamamoto has been replaced 
as Minister of Marine by Vice Admiral Saito, the Vice 
Minister ; and Rear Admiral Kabo, late Chief of the Stafi 
to Admiral Togo, has been appointed Vice Minister. Ad 
miral Yamamoto will continue, probably, according t< 
Japanese customs, to more or less superintend the worl 
of the Ministry; like Admirals Ito and Mouye, he ha: 
been appointed a member of the Supreme Council of Wat 

Nearly all the great military nations of continenta 
Europe are experimenting with mobile kitchens with a viev 
to their use by their armies in the field. The French ar‘ 
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making tests with two types of such vehi- 
cles, the Germans with three and the Aus- 
trians with four. If these tests develop a 
suitable type, France will probably provide 
traveling kitchens for her entire army. 

According to data collected by the Naval 
Intelligence Department of the British Ad- 
miralty, Great Britain will have in two 
years’ time a two-Power standard with a 
margin over, i.e., fifty-six battleships to fif- 
ty-one possessed by Germany and the Unit- 
ed States, fifty-six to forty-nine by Ger- 
many and France. 


General de Négrier, of the French army, 
commenting upon the prospective abolition 
of the thirteen cuirassier regiments of the 
French army, says: “More than anyone I 
regret the necessity for dismissing the cav- 
alry, but it must be anticipated that even 
after the abolition of the cuirassiers, one 
will be led, as a consequence, to further re- 
duce the number of regiments. The de- 
crease in the cavalry effective as firearms 
improve must always be the rule. Cavalry 
an only delay its application by finally 
recognizing the fact that its essential role 
in battle has become dismounted action, the 
horse being only the means for carrying 
vapidly to the point necessary the rifles, 
machine guns, and the guns which can 
alone decide the fate of an action.” 

The United Service Gazette, of London, 

tes the curious fact that the wives of 
ritish navy officers and bluejackets are 
uot Officially recognized, except for pensions 
vhen their husbands die. On the other 
hand, the wives of military officers, and of 

i! soldiefs on the strength of the married 
establishment, receive full official recogni- 
tion. 

General Picquart, the French Minister of 
War, has already issued instructions to the 
corps commanders of the French army re- 
lating to the maneuvers of 1907. These 
maneuvers, he explains, are to have for 
their sole object the training of the troops, 
and are to include, as usual, army maneu- 
vers, and maneuvers of army corps, divi- 
sions, and brigades, as well as special ma- 
ueuvers of the cavalry. The army maneu- 
vers are to take place in the southwest un- 
der the direction of General Hagron, the 
12th Corps (Limoges), the 18th Corps 
(Bordeaux), and the 3d Colonial Infantry 
Vyrigade (Rochefort) taking part. Army 
corps maneuvers will take place in the 1st 
Corps (Lille), under the direction of Gen- 
eral Michal, and in the 7th Corps (Besan- 
con), directed by General de Lacroix. 
These operations will last ten days, and 
each army corps. will be reinforced by a 
cavalry ‘division, and the first of them by a 
brigade of colonial infantry and battalions 
of Zouaves. Divisional maneuvers. will 
take place in seven corps and brigade ma- 
neuvers in seven other corps. The cavalry 
maneuvers will last eight days, and will be 
in four different districts. Infantry regi- 
ments will march to the maneuvers with 
their four battalions, except in certain 
cases, and the reservists will be called out 
for twenty-eight days,

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ANECDOTES OF ROBERT E. LEE. 


In her ‘“‘Personal Memoirs of Robert E. 
Lee,” published in Lippincott’s Magazine, 
Mrs. General Pickett says: 


“Unlike many of the leaders in the Con- 
federacy, Robert E, Lee had no pet theory 
the maintenance of which required him to 
cast his fortunes with the South. A sol- 
dier by birth and training, he had be- 
longed to the United States too long en- 
tirely to have developed an allegiance to 
the doctrine of State rights—though long 
after the war he made the statement that 
had not that theory been taught at West 
Point, there would have been no secession. 

“Though invariably considerate to his 
subordinates, Lee could be drastic and 
dictatorial when it became necessary; and 
if occasion required it, he could outrank 
the President. Jefferson Davis always 
claimed that he himself was intended for 
a soldier, not a President; and he was 
fond of being under fire, if he could not 
get behind the guns. One day he came 
out on the field during a battle. Lee 
turned to him and asked: 

“‘Mr. President, am I 
here?’ 

‘** ‘Certainly,’ said Mr. Davis. 

“Then, sir,’ Lee replied, ‘I forbid you 
to stand here under the enemy’s guns. I 
order you off the field.’ 

“The President went. 

“One of Lee’s strongest characteristics 
was the grave immobility of his face in 
times of the greatest stress of feeling. 
Grant speaks of it in his account of the 
surrender. 

“Meade and Lee were old friends, and 
immediately after the surrender Meade 
called on him. 

“ ‘Meade,’ said Lee, ‘the years are tell- 
ing on you, too. Your hair is getting quite 
gray.’ 

“Phat is not the work of years, General 
Lee,’ Meade repli:1. ‘You are responsible 
for my gray hairs’.”
